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REMARKS 


In suppressing the illegal sale of liquor, fifteen search 
Warrants for liquor were issued and upon ten warrants liquor 
was found and forfeited. Five of the defendants were found 
guilty in the lower court and fined $50, which they appealed. 
And in the Superior Criminal Court three of the cases came to 
trial and the defendants were found guilty and paid a $50 
fine. The other two are still pending in Superior Court. Five 
cases are still pending in the lower Court. There were two 
convictions for illegal transportation and their cases placed 
on file. There were four warrants issued for keeping gam- 
ing implements and in three places gaming implements were 
found and the defendants found guilty and fined $10 apiece. 
There was one warrant issued for gambling and the place 
raided but not enough evidence. found to convict. 


The amount of liquors seized and forfeited to the State 
was as follows: 203% galls. of ale and lager and 6% galls. of 
whiskey. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The present conditions at the police station are such that 
I feel that immediate steps should be taken to correct them in 
order to safe guard the health of persons placed there through 
process. The sanitary arrangements are antiquated thus sub- 
jecting prisoners to the danger of contagion. It is impossible 
to properly ventilate the cells wihout further jeopardizing the 
health of those within. We have exercised especial care to 


make the conditions as good as possible with the limited op- 
portunity afforded but feel that common justice requires sub- 
stantial changes at once. 

The town is to have a complete report of a special com- 
mittee at the annual meeting and we earnestly suggest that it 


be given serious consideration. 
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CONCLUSION 


In closing my report I desire to express my thanks and 
appreciation to members of the department and to ll othefs 
who have assisted me during the year.

This Board has had about the same variety of cases. to at- 
tend to as in former years. It would appear that in addition 
to supplying the necessities of life, we are occasionally called 
upon to smooth out some of the rough places by giving advice 
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and suggestions, which we think have produced good results. 
One girl has been sent to the Massachusetts Hospital School 
as the result of infantile paralysis, where she will have the ad- 
vantage of medical treatment and schooling. Two boys have 
been turned over to the custody of the State Minor Wards as 
conditions were not satisfactory as they had no home. Three 
women from the Town Home have been committed to the 
State Hospital for the Insane, at Westboro. One of these 
was caused from the habitual use of drugs. 


November 16, the Massachusetts Wardens’ and Matrons’ 
Association of City and Town Homes, met at our Town Home 
for their monthly meeting. About fifty were present. The 
discussion showed that nearly all places have about the same 
problems to solve and meet with about the same results. 


The day was of profit and pleasure to all. The Associa- 
tion passed a vote of thanks for courtesies extended. 


The conditions at the Home are good. We believe the 
Warden shows as much care and interest in the place as though 
it were his, and the Matron as good and tender treatment of 
the sick as though they were of her personal family. 


The buildings should be painted the present year. 


A new hen house should be built as the present one is so 
much in need of repairs and in such a wet location that the 
best results cannot be had. 


During the past year a request was received for informa- 
~tion-in regard to our Town Home, from a college student in 
the Middle West. The high standard of our Home has ever 
been observed out there. 3 

Our attention has been called to Chap. 565, Acts of 1912, 
which provides that where it is possible, all articles bought for 
Town Homes are to be prison made and must be purchased 
from the State. 

The Overseers would like to spend all of your money 
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among the local traders, but have no option in the matter. 


Chapter 669, Acts of 1911, relative to legal settlements, 
will come into full effect this year, July 1916, which will be a 
help in determining settlements of people who once lived and 
acquired a settlement here but have moved elsewhere. Under 
the present law, a person who has acquired a settlement by his 
own acts would not lose it until he gained a new settlement, 
unless he was out of the State 10 consecutive years. 


We have had several settlements claimed to belong here, 
through fathers or mother, as far back as 1875, which have 
been difficult to determine. By the 1tew law, a person who 
has a settlement in any place and is absent for five consecutive 
years, shall thereby lose it. 


The clothing of the inmates of the Home has been paid 
from the Hayes and Spaulding funds, $140.50. 


It is interesting to know that Sally Spaulding in 1868 
left $500., the income to be used for this purpose and up to the 
present time $1288.42 has been used. Maria Hayes, who died 
in 1913 left a like amount to be used for the same purpose, and 
$198.62 has been used. By the bequest of John B. Walcott, 
who died in 1890, forty shares of C. B. and G. R. R. stock, the 
interest and principal to accumulate for a period of fifty years, 
the interest from said accumulation thereafter to be used for 
the relief of poor of the town of Natick. 


The Overseers thank those who have made the inmates 
of the Home happy by kind words or gifts.

I submit my report as Town Physician for the year 1915. 
There were 207 calls, divided as follows: 


Outside Patients Home calls 88 Office calls 37 
Inside Patients Home calls 74 Office calls 8 


There were eight patients sent to different hospitals, 5 — 
outside and 3 inside patients. There were four deaths amongst 
the outside patients, three of them occurring in different hos- 
pitals. There was one vaccination. The majority of inside 
patients are advanced in years which means increased care, 
due to the many illnesses incidental to old age. I commend 
the Matron for the care and attention given both the patients 
and the Home.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT FIRE ALARMS 


Board of Engineers: 


Gentlemen: 


In rendering my fourth annual report I will say that all 
alarms have been transmitted the past year with good success. 
The system has required a lot of attention as some of the wire 
has been up a number of years and there are sixty miles of it 
and only so much can be replaced each year it will take quite 
a while to put it in first class condition but with constant care 
it will come all right. 


I have put in 34% miles of new wire this year, 75 cross 
arms have been put up, the striker at North Natick has been 
relocated, and boxes 242—323—51—36—28—27—24— 23—19 
—21—18—16—15 and 14 have also been relocated. A new 
line has been built from Washington Avenue to Cemetery 
Street, one from Everett Street to Eliot Street and one on 
Glen Street, So. Natick. A new stricking machine has re- 
placed the old one in the tower at the Central Fire Station. 


I would recommend an appropriation similar to that of 
last year in order that this work may be carried on.

The new law relating to hawkers and pedlers which went 
into effect on June 11, 1915 has proved to be of great benefit 
to our merchants and farmers and it has provided a new 
source of income to the town. 


By persistent effort of the Sealer who has given a large 
amount of his time, and with the assistance of the Police De- 
partment, 9 licenses have been issued the past year from which 
the town received the sum of $144.00. 


I wish to extend my thanks to the many who have as- 
sisted me in my work.

BOARD OF HEALTH 
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Report of Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submit their report for the 
year ending December 31, 1915. 


| The Board organized March 11th, with Dr. Thomas J. 
Maguire Chairman, Frank J. Winch Clerk and Agent, and 
Thomas F. Morris, Recording Secretary and Treasurer. 


The Board meets every Thursday night at 8 P. M. at 
Room 25, Clark’s Block. 


William M. Todd and Charles K. Barker were appointed 
Plumbing Inspectors. Dr. Thomas A. Doyle Dairy and Milk 
Inspector. Egbert A. Stricksma burial officer for dead ani- 
mals. The garbage contract was awarded to John F. Burke 
and John J. Morris from June 6 to December 31, 1915. 


This Board had to contend with a large number of con- 
tagious diseases throughout the year, 180 cases being reported, 
there were more diphtheria and scarlet fever cases this year 
_ than in previous years which were sent to the contagious Hos- 
pital and called heavily on our funds. 


For two weeks previous to December 23, notices were 
published in the Natick Bulletin and Tribune for collecting of 
garbage for 1916. The contract was given to John J. Morris 
north of the B. & A. R. R. for the sum of $300, and James 
Chimeno, the south side of the B. & A. R. R. for $375. 


We commend the efficiency of all inspectors working for 
the department whose reports will follow. 

The Board received a great many complaints throughout 
the year and all complaints which were duly signed were in- 
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vestigated by the heads of the departments that they came 
under. 


Owing to the number of contagious diseases and investi- 
tions made, a clean up week was inaugurated during the week 
of November 15th, and there were 58 loads of rubbish removed 
and burned at various dumps, 29 double loads removed from 
Natick Centre, 10 double loads from South Natick, 19 single 
loads in Felchville. 


There were 31 places connected with the sewer during 
the year. 


The Board has its station at Dolan’s Pharmacy, where 
the necessary articles are furnished free to the physicians. 


. Mr. E. A. Stricksma resigned as Burial officer for dead 
animals owing to ill health and his successor will be appointed 
in due time. 


The Board will have an overdraw this year owing to the 
fact that $450.00 had to be paid, without an appropriation, by 
our department for collection of garbage. The appropriation 
committee taking the garbage out of our hands and absolutely 
neglecting to fulfill their promise as to taking care of same. 
Our department also paid an unpaid bill of $150.00 for ser- 
vices of Plumbing Inspectors for the year 1911. These two 
bills amounting to $600.00.

"Each Dairy has been inspected on an average of three 
times during the year. The past year has shown a marked 
improvement in the sanitary condition of the Dairies. With 
a few exceptions the cattle were found healthy, clean and well 
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cared for. The barns as a whole were clean, well lighted and 
ventilated. A number of the Milk Rooms have been added 
to the Dairies the pa t year. 


The producers of milk are willing to co-operate with the 
Milk Inspector to produce a clean article of food. The Milk 
Producers and Sellers of Milk have taken extra precaution in 
cooling the milk and keeping it cool until delivered at a great 
expense to them. If the milk is left standing in the hot sun 
for an hour or two after it is delivered the bacteria will de- 
‘velop in large numbers and clean milk will become unclean 
and sour, which causes dissatisfaction and many complaints. 
_ The consumer should do his share and take the milk in as soon 
-as delivered and keep in a cool place. 


A number of complaints were received during the year 
‘as to the condition of certain Dairies. Inspections were 
‘made’on each complaint and when justified, conditions were 
changed. There has been no evidence of an epidemic of a 
dangerous disease due to milk during the past year. The in- 
fant mortality is very low, 2 deaths amongst infants from en- 
teritis and milk was not the cause in either case. 


An apparatus for determining the total solids and fats in 
milk was secured by Health Board in December, all samples 
taken for analysis were found to be above standard.

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MEAT INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


To the Board of Health, 


Gentlemen :—I hereby submit my report as Meat, Pro- 
vision and Slaughter Inspector for the Year 1915. 


The meat and fish markets and meat and fish wagons were 
inspected each month. Articles unfit for food found in five 
places, consisting of meat, fish and provisions which were 
condemned and destroyed. 


Owing to the enforcemeent of the new law whereby 
hawkers and fakers must haye a local license, I have had little 
trouble with outside hawkers the past year. 


Two hundred twenty-five barrels of fish owned by local 
fish pedlers which were to be sold from wagons in Natick were 
inspected and found to be fresh and well iced. A few com- 
plaints against the local fish pedlers were received, on investi- 
gation I found in the majority of cases that the fish was not 
properly cared for after leaving their hands. There has been 
a general improvement in regard to cleanliness and refrigera- 
tion in the stores. 


All complaints, also names of places where articles unfit 
for food were found were reported to the Board of Health 
each month. 


There is no licensed slaughter house in Natick at the 
present time, so most of the animals to be slaughtered are 
taken out of town. 
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During the year I have inspected and passed for food 
two cows, six calves and twenty hogs.

Highway Surveyor’s Report 


I beg to submit my second annual report as Highway 
Surveyor. The past year has been a busy one for this depart- 
ment. While a great amount of work has been completed a 
greater amount, which it was my desire to have finished at this 
time remains untouched. The demand of the county Com- 
missioner’s for the construction of main roads on the outskirts 
of the town compelled me to give most of my efforts during 
a period which I should have wished to devote to streets, 
which in my last annual report I referred to as really neces- 
sary. 

Eliot street was ordered by the County Commissioner’s 
the cost of which was to be shared by the Etate, County, and 
the Town. This street is a gravel road built from the Sher- 
born line to the junction of Eliot and Everett Sts., and was ac- 
cepted by the State and County. 


The county called for the construction of Pond St. so 
called near the bridge at Carson’s house on Lake Cochituate 
This meant about one half a mile of work. It was nearly 
completed and the financial outlay may be seen in the accom- 
panying report. Next year we face a construction from Sun- 
nyside to the Wayland line by the county edict. This road is 
badly in need of repair. 


NORTH MAIN STREET 


This work was started from the bridge over the Boston 
and Albany Rail Road. At once we encountered trouble from 
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the sidewalk on the west side being lower than the sidewalk 
on the east side, and the tracks of the Middlesex & Boston St. 
Railway Co. The further north we constructed the work, be- 
came the damage conditions and after a conference with the 
selectmen it was determined to construct sidewalks of gran- 
olithic and take the cost from the appropriation to safeguard. 
the damage element. When a point south of Willow street 
was reached we deemed it advisable to discontinue the work 
until such time as the street railway company would depress 
their tracks as our expenditures for the construction would 
be fruitless. The cost and unexpended balance appear in an- 
other part of this report. 


MAIN STREET 


Work was begun at a point south of the Boston and 
Albany bridge and continued to the south end of the Rice 
block. Crushed stone was used with two coats of Tarvia X 
and one coat of Tarvia B. It was deemed best to construct a _ 
part of this street well rather than spread out the appropri- 
ation to the Square less efficiently and waste the money. If 
believe the work done speaks for itself. The remainder of 
the street should be done as it is badly in need of repair. 


These works of construction took up so much of the time 
of the department that road repairs in most instances were 
not possible. Heavy rains also interfered with our plans and 
bad washouts and stoppage of catch basins retarded our 
progress. 


SIDEWALKS 


Our concrete walks were in bad condition and were rapid- 
ly disintegrating. It was thought best to use most of the side- 
walk appropriation to bring them back by repair and resur- 
facing. Underdrains are, as I referred in my last report a 
source of great trouble. Until new grades shall be established 
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for the disposal of our surface drainage the town will be in 
constant trouble and put to much expense. An old culvert 
running from Pond Street through West Central to Spring 
caused the department much trouble at every heavy rainfall! 
during the year. I beleive this has been congested and should 
be tapped by a 12 inch pipe and carried through Spring St. to 
alleviate conditions which appear to be coming very bad. Pe- 
gan brook from Union Street to Dug Pond is in very bad con- 
dition and should be attended to at once. 


STREET SPRINKLING 


As years go by the value of oil on our streets shows great 
return. Wherever a street is sprinkled or treated with oil or 
tarvia we have no washouts the water flowing over the smooth 
surface without destruction. If it were possible every street 
should be oiled and while the initial expense would be high the 
return would warrant the expenditure. This year we have 
oiled streets, adjacent to taxpayers not on the line of taxation 

hy linear foot. In every instance the full cost has been paid 
by the abuttors. I believe every citizen should be allowed the 
advantage of the 50% rebate if he-desires service, for the 
highway would be improved to this or a greater proportion. 


Repairing highways is a different proposition from what 
it was but a few years ago. A few loads of gravel now, 
avails not against the high powéred automobiles. We must 
use tar of a high grade to bind our substance, usually crushed 
stone, cost of rhaterials are increasing and road repair as well 
as construction means more expenditures to show good results. 


My thanks are due and hereby thankfully acknowledged 
to all the town officials with whom it has been necessary for 
me to cooperate.

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the Sewer Commissioners of Natick: 
‘Gentlemen: 


I herewith respectfully submit the twentieth annual re- 
port of the Sewer Department for the year ending December 
31, 1915. 


Appropriation for Construction $3000.00 
The system was extended on the following streets: 
Oakland Street 517 feet 
Garfield Street 220 feet 
Sheridan Street 517 feet 
East Central Street 175 feet 

Total Extensions 1429 feet 


A table giving details of the above extensions may be 
found on another page of this report. 


The total length of pipe laid from 6.” to 30” inches in 
diameter, including brick sewers, is fifteen miles, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-five feet (1845). 


HOUSE CONNECTIONS 


Thirty-four houses were connected with the system the 
past year. Of this number fifteen were recently built, and 
nineteen were old houses. The total number of connections 
to December 31, 1915 1329 
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Houses connected and not plumbed _ 46 
Houses on line of sewer not connected 47 
Those paying by metered rates 1218 
Those paying by fixture rates 70 


FLUSHING 


The system was flushed in October and found to be in a 
good sanitary condition. However, the main on West Central 
Street at the junction of Washington Avenue gave consider- 
able trouble as the pipe at that point had parted at the joint 
and settled in the ground, obstructing the flow and causing the 
sewage to back into the cellar. We were very fortunate that 
no great damage was done and the break was repaired at a 
small expense to the Department. | 


FILTERING AREA 


The filter beds are in excellent working condition and 
producing a satisfactory effulent. 


The increased expense, of caring for the beds during the 
past year can be attributed to the fact that we were obliged 
to wheel the sludge from the beds in the raw state. In former 
years it was burned before removing, thereby reducing the 
quantity about 75%. One reason for making this change was 
due to an order from the State Board of Health to the effect 
that no more sludge was to be burned at the filtering area, 
therefore the complying with their instructions accounts for 
the increased expense. 


PUMPING STATION 


At the present time the station is in very good condition 
and the work there has been entirely satisfactory. 


‘The coal shed has been improved by the addition of a 
new roof, and considerable repairing had to be done on the 
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gutters and conductors. However, we feel that one of the 
boilers will soon have to be replaced, as they have been in use 
twenty years which time is about the average life of that 
type of a lapp seam boiler. The Inspector of boilers has re- 
duced the pressure occasionally which prevents the pump 


from doing the work of which it is capable.

The local Commissioner herewith submits his annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31st, 1915. 


As usual, the street trees and the residential part of the 
town are in excellent condition, and fortunately the Brown 
Tail moths are not numerous except on orchard trees where 
the nests can be easily removed and burned. 


The woodland in the southwestern part of the town near 
the Sherborn line is badly infested with Gypsy moths and 
more defoliation of forest trees has occurred in this district 
than ever before in the town. The land in the north near 
Nonesuch Pond and the eastern part of the town have im- 
proved and our great danger seems to be at present in the ex- . 
treme southwestern corner of the town. We can only hope 
that we may be able to prevent the worms from extending to 
the centre of the town. 


The town will have three good spraying machines at work 
next spring, and all persons wishing to have any work done 
on their property are requested to notify Mr. John L. Shaw, 
the Superintendent, early in the season.

The board was organized as follows: George Fred Whit- 
ney, Chairman; Henry M. Robbins, Clerk. 


Again this year, as in the previous year of 1914, we have 
been able to make every extension asked for with what money 
was appropriated for that purpose. Nineteen extensions or 
streets have been authorized by us to the amount of 8392 feet, 
nearly all new streets. 


We are beginning already to feel the increase in revenue 
from these extensions as the pumpage the past year has been 
249,183,112 gallons, the largest amount pumped by 39,677,170, 
since the works were started 42 years ago. 


The past season, the Superintendent, Mr. Travis has call- 
ed our attention to the inadequate fire protection on Highland 
Street near the Walnut Hill School. After giving this matter 
careful consideration, we have made. some plans, which if 
carried out, will improve the conditions greatly.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of Commissioners and Citizens: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the forty-second annual report of the 
Superintendent of the Natick Water Works for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1915. 


I would respectfully call your attention to the unusual 
amount of water which has been pumped during the past year, 
particularly during the months of October, November and 
December. 


Should these conditions prevail during the coming hot 
months and should the Barr Pump for any reason be put out 
of commission, the Blake pump would be unable to meet the 
demands which would be made upon it even if operated con- 
tinuously. | 


To insure a safe supply of water at all times and to fac- 
iliate rapid repairs when needed, the Blake Pump should be 
replaced by a unit with a capacity equal to that of the Barr 


pump. 


I again recommend that all services be meters as soon 
as possible and a minimum rate established, and that the main- 
tenance of meters, after the first cost has been paid by the 
consumers, be borne by the Department. 


The pumpage is steadily increasing and to get returns or 
pay for the water pumped, there is no other way, after mak-

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Report of the Town Treasurer. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Natick: | 


Gentlemen :— 


In submitting my fifth annual report as Treasurer and the 
first report under the new system, I wish to make a few brief 
remarks. 


Tn accordance with the vote of the Town Meeting held 
March 9, 1915, the Bureau of Statistics made an audit of the 
principal finance books of the town and installed the State 
system under the direction of Mr. Edward H. Fenton assisted 
by Mr. Benjamin M. Greeley and Mr. James Rockett. 


As there are but a few of the citizens of the town who are 
acquainted with municipal book-keeping, it would be well for 
all to take more of an interest in the finances of the town es- 
pecially the book-keeping and in this respect I wish to call your 
attention to the fact that we are paying at least from $15,000 
to $20,000 each year which should have been paid in the years 
past and we will continue to pay this same amount for the next 
ten or fifteen years to come; this fact alone makes our tax rate 
from $2.00 to $3.00 larger than it would be if these amounts 
had been paid at the proper time. 


Included in this amount is our present Refund Loan 
which started about the year 1859 and the debt steadily in- 
creased to the year 1877 and at that time amounted to about 
$70,000.00. In 1877 this amount was transferred to a savings 
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bank in Boston and remained there without being reduced un- 
til 1896, the town paying 514% in this loan, and during this 
period other debts were created until in 1896 the total amount 
was $125,000. In this year the Legislature was petitioned for 
an act to borrow $125,000 to pay off this old debt. We are 
now paying on this Refund Loan $6,000 each year including 
principal and interest. 


No one in particular is to blame for this state of affairs, 
as the finance laws in the years past allowed the towns to allow 
their annual recurring expenses to spread over a period of 
years, thus compelling the future generation to pay a part of 
the past generation’s recurring expenses, thereby reducing the 
past generation’s tax rate and increasing the tax rate at the 
present time. At the present time the laws compel the towns to 
pay the annual recurring charges from the tax levy which is 
another cause for our high tax rate. 


I would also call your attention to the fact that in the last 
two years the overdrawn accounts have been reduced almost 
to a mininf&um and is the result of recent legislation which com. 
pels towns to have a system of book-keeping whereby the Se- 
lectmen can have before them at all times the exact standing of 
each appropriation as well as the available revenue, thus prac- 
tically forcing each town to have its book-keeping carried on in 
one central office. At the present time this important work 
is carried on in the Treasurer’s office, compelling that office to 
do the work of an accounting office in addition to the Treasu- 
rer’s duties. While it is proper to have this work carried on 
by the Treasurer it would be much more to the advantage of 
the town to have it carried on in a separate office under an ac- 
counting officer.

Report of Park Commissioners 


The eleventh annual report of the Park Commissioners 
is herewith presented. 


At Old Town Park the shrubbery has been thoroughly 
gone over and all the dead stock removed. The beach received 
its usual sanding. Seats were placed in the Park as an experi- 
ment and have been greatly appreciated and there has been 
no abuse of the privilege. 


At the Hunnewell Playground the ball ground was level- 
ed and rolled and with the new bleachers erected makes a most 
attractive field for sports. 


Little has been done at the Coolidge Playground other 
than to roll and keep in condition. The additional grounds 
to the Sheridan street boundary, found to be in the original 
deed of gift, but not previously claimed, are now in the posses- 
sion of the town. New bounds have been placed to avoid fu- 
ture complications. 


Coolidge Park was cleaned of underbrush and dead trees 
in the Easterly section at no expense to the Commissioners. 
Bounds have also been placed at all points of this Park. 


Washburn Square and Lincoln Park have received the 
usual care. 


On the Common the walks leading to the Wilson school 
building and Baptist Church were resurfaced being in bad 
condition. The walk from East Central street to So. Main 
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should be raised as it is low and partially covered with water 
at certain seasons. 


Owing to the partial destruction of the big elm in the 
centre of the Common by the wind, it was removed as the 
Tree Warden pronounced it to be dangerous. Two other trees 
dead or dying, were also taken out, the total cost being about 
$100. 


At the Town Park much necessary work has been done 
in clearing the Park of underbrush so that all portions are now 
available for use. ‘Timothy Coolidge Hill” has been cleared 
this winter by Warden B. J. Carroll with inmates at the Home 
and the improvement is very marked. Mr. Carroll also cut 
away the trees on the new road to the Town Park getting 
wood for his department, thus saving money to the town. It 
has been the policy of the Commissioners to give all wood to 
the Poor Department rather than outsiders. 


The beaches have received fifty loads of sand for improv- 
ing the shores. Repairs on the bath houses will soon be need- 
ed, but only what is necessary to keep in condition should be 
expended until plans for a modern structure can be perfected. 


The Commissioners have long realized the disadvantage of 
having no entrance to the Park over Town property and have 
been able this year, to lay out a road way from Maple Avenue 
and have constructed a bridge over the brook so that it is pos- 
sible to complete a driveway, the coming Spring. 


The building of the walk from Pond street near the 
Pumping Station to the foot bridge was necessarily postponed. 
This should be done the coming season and seats placed on the 
North shore of the pond will make this an attractive place. 


We need badly a shelter, and it is hoped that some public 
spirited citizen will provide the means for this, in the near 
future. 


Pond street opposite Dell Park Cemetery is narrow and 
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dangerous because of the spur track of the railway company. 
The Commissioners have agreed with the Highway Surveyor 
to have the side walks inside the Park limit at this point, 
allowing the present walk to be added to the roadway., pro- 


vided all the work be done by the Highway. Dept. with no ex- - 


pense to this department. The improvement would be very 
great and it would be no detriment to the Park. » 


The Town house lot was placed in charge of the Park 
Department, but there being some doubt as to the legality of 
using the Park appropriation for this purpose, the expense was 
taken from the miscellaneous fund, but we have requested that 
the appropriation this year include care of Town house lot.

Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith a report of the audit of the accounts of 
the town of Natick and the installation of an accounting sys- 
tem, made under the provisions of Chapter 598, Acts of 1910, 
and pursuant to a vote of the town. This is in the form of a 
report made to me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Account- 
ant of the Bureau of Statistics, who was placed in charge of 
the work, and I would recommend that careful consideration 
be given the many criticisms, suggestions, and recommenda- 
tions made therein. 


The statute under which the Bureau of Statistics makes 
audits of town accounts carries with it the mandatory provi- 
sion that in connection therewith an accounting system must 
be installed, suitable to the needs of the town, and such as will 
insure a more uniform reporting and recording of financial 
transactions. The system of accounts, as installed, is de- 
signed to meet the needs of the municipality by giving the ad- 
ministrative officers the necessary information to guide them 
in their expenditures, and by furnishing the public data, in a 
classified form, which will admit of comparison between the 
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financial transactions of the town of Natick and other towns 
in the commonwealth where a modern system of accounting 
has been installed. 


_ The report submitted indicates that the absence of a cen- 
tral accounting office and consequent divided responsibility 
has operated to the disadvantage of the town,—at least, to the 
extent that positive information of financial assets and liabili- 
ties was not obtainable for definite periods of time. For this 
reason, while the audit furnished the necessary information 


for setting up the accounts in the treasurer’s office, and while it | 


is admitted that the treasurer can continue to act as the ac- 
counting officer, it is believed that the adoption of the Town 
Accountant Act (Chapter 624, Acts of 1910) and the appoint- 
ment under its provisions of a town accountant, whose whole 
duty would be to see that prompt and accurate returns are 
made and recorded, would produce results such as would, in 
our opinion, fully justify any incidental expense occasioned by 
the change, since the civic requirements at public expense are 


such that the taxpayer is entitled to full and complete in- 


formation of the cost of every activity or function of govern- 
ment. _ 

The purpose of an accounting system:such as is installed 
by the Bureau of Statistics is to insure an orderly and busi- 
nesslike recording of every financial transaction, so as to per- 


mit of statements at all times showing the true financial con-. 


dition of the town. With this end in view, the essential books 
and forms have been provided—or will be as soon as possible 
after the beginning of the new year, when certain accounts 
can best be opened to advantage—so that each department 
head, without any unnecessary amount of time being required, 
may perform the particular function of his department, there- 
by insuring a result both informing and beneficial to the town. 


The time consumed in making the audit was longer than 
anticipated at the outset, but it is the policy of the Bureau to 
make its audits with as great detail as is necessary for the 
proper opening of the accounts under the new system, and this

in some instances necessitated the checking of accounts for 
several years past. 


Your attention is especially called to those portions of the 
enclosed report which relate to the following matters :— 


1. The custom hitherto of keeping the books open for 
an unreasonable period of time after the close of the year. 


2. The unusually large amount of uncollected taxes. 


3. The failure to provide sufficient overlay to meet prob- 
able abatements and the method of handling abatements when 
made. 


4. The failure of the several departments to deposit 
promptly with the treasurer the sums collected. 


5. The condition of the sinking fund and sinking fund 
requirements. 

6. The balance sheet showing the financial condition of 
the town. 


I feel confident that when the new system has been in use 
long enough to have had a fair trial, and if its requirements be 
faithfully adhered to, the town officers and citizens of the town 
in general will be able to secure at all times accurate informa- 
tion in regard to the financial condition of the town.

Sir:—In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the accounts of the town of Natick and have in- 
stalled an accounting system, as petitioned for by vote of the 
town under the provisions of Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1910, 
cas amended. 7 
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The method of accounting in use previous to the installa- 
tion of the system was inadequate to meet the needs of a town 
the size of Natick, so that in order to open a clear set of ac- 
counts as provided by the Bureau it was necessary to make a 
detailed audit covering several years. 


The audit included only departments that have the hand- 
ling of town funds, and in most cases the accounts were 
checked back to February, 1910. While this entailed a very 
considerable amount of work, it was necessary that it be per- 
formed in order that a correct set-up be made under the new 
system. 


The practice of keeping the books open, in some cases for 
weeks after the fiscal year had closed, in order to bring in bills 
that had been incurred but not paid, made the auditing of the 
actual cash transactions of the fiscal year of the town difficult. 
We found no central office for the collections of town revenue, 
the audit disclosing the fact that moneys were held by some 
departments for days, and in some instances for weeks, after 
the date the financial year was supposed to close before pay- 
ment was made to the treasurer. It was therefore necessary 
to reconcile the period of both collections and payments in or- 
der to ascertain the correct balances for the set-up. This 
reconciliation necessitated, in some cases, taking into account 
the entire list upon which collections were made, since they 
had been thrown back as of a given date. It is desirable, of 
course, to show all the receipts and expenditures of a given 
year, but earnest and persistent efforts should be made to bring 
‘these items within the period covered by the town report. 


As there was no regular time for depositing money with 
the treasurer, there were often thousands of dollars of public 
funds in the possession of departments which collected the 
same, which were bringing the town but little return in the way 
of interest on bank balances, while the treasurer was at the 
same time paying interest on tax or revenue loans which 
might have been avoided if the receipts referred to had been 


promptly deposited with the treasurer. This practice is un- 
doubtedly a survival of methods in use at a time when the 
amounts involved were very much smaller, but the town is now 
of such importance and its financial transactions so consider- 
able that a more businesslike procedure should be followed, 
which will not only make a saving to the town, but also sim- 
plify the departmental accounting. 


A balance sheet showing the financial condition of the 
town Oct. 25, 1915, is appended to this report. Attention is 
directed to this statement, as it clearly shows that while the 
book assets are in excess of the current liabilities, the 1915 
revenues receivable are insufficient to meet the current liabili- 
ties of the year, and unless a considerable amount of the pre- 
vious years’ accounts is collected and applied to the revenue 
loans, an additional tax will have to be assessed in 1916 to 
meet the deficiency, or there will be a temptation to undertake 
a refunding of loans in violation of the statute. 


Summary statements relative to departments follows: 

SELECTMEN’S DEPARTMENT: At the present time treas- 
ury warrants are prepared by departments having authority to 
incur liabilities; these are submitted to the selectmen, and 
when approved by them are passed to the treasurer as his 
authority for payment. The warrants were checked to the 
approved bills, and pay-rolls compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book. 


Appropriations have been allowed to be overdrawn in the 
past, a practice which should be discontinued in the future, and 
which may now be readily prevented, since the selectmen are 
given sufficient authority by recent statutes to insure the carry- 
ing on of the work of the several departments within the 
amounts appropriated for their use by the town. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT: In 1914, a balance of $200.84, 
which had been in the bank to the credit of the town in the 
name of the former treasurer, was turned over to the town; 
in order to determine the rightful ownership, the accounts 


were checked and it was found that some receipts had been 
deposited in the bank and not reported in the town report and 
some payments also had been made and not reported, the net 
difference representing the balance as shown by the bank and 
turned over to the town. 


The treasurer’s accounts for the years 1911 to 1914, in- 
clusive, and to June 1, 1915, were checked 1n detail. The cash 
on hand June 1, 1915, was verified by actual count and bank 
balances were reconciled. 


In order to meet the bills and pay-rolls, it has been neces- _ 
sary to increase the amount of anticipation of revenue loans 
as well as to carry a larger amount forward from year to year, 
and while there is a larger levy in 1914 than in 1910, neverthe- 
less the 1914 revenue available at the end of the year was less 
than the loans outstanding payable from the same. This may 
be due to a number of causes: (1) Failure to assess suffi- 
cient revenue to meet appropriations and abatements granted ; 
(2) failure to collect the revenue within the time in which the 
loans are required by statute to be paid; and (3) the over- 
drawing of appropriations. 


All three of these causes in the case of Natick unques- 
tionably contributed to this condition, and under such circum- 
stances the treasurer is powerless to meet the town’s obliga- 
tions as contemplated by the statute. 


In the past the treasury department has in reality been 
the accounting department, and many improvements in meth- 
ods are in evidence; in fact, the treasurer’s accounts were 
found to be accurately and well kept, and greatly facilitated 
verification. Many accounts, however, that should be in- 
cluded in the records of the accounting department are not 
found on the treasurer’s books, as the first knowledge which 
that official has of them is when cash is received or a warrant 
authorizing payment is presented. 


Attention has been called to the fact that money collected 
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by departments has been retained by them for a consider- 
able period of time, thus involving unnecessary borrowing to 


meet current charges and causing a needless expense for in- 
terest; this, however, was a fault of the system, and provision 


is made in the new system for correction.

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Tax CoLitector’s. DEPARTMENT: ‘The tax. collectors 
books for the years 1911 to 1914, inclusive, were checked in 
detail, and a list of uncollected taxes made for the several 
years. Verification notices were sent to many of the persons 
whose names appeared on the list and the replies received con- 
firmed the balances as shown, with the exception of a few that 
indicated minor errors which were satisfactorily explained by 
the collector and promptly adjusted. The list as tabulated for 
the years 1911, 1912, and 1913 is excessive, and the collector 
should take immediate steps to collect the same. 


I found in checking the tax books to the abatement ac- 
count that many taxes for which abatements have been granted 
had not been credited with the same. In explanation of this, 
however, I would state that owing to the system established 
by the town of making an appropriation to cover abatements, 
the amounts so raised has not been sufficient ; as a result, abate- 
ments have been held up from year to year until an amount in 
excess of $6000 has accumulated, which should have been 
charged off. This amount represents taxes legally abated by 
the assessors, for which no provision has been made. This, 
however, has now been adjusted and all abatements granted 
charged off, so that the amount of uncollected taxes, as shown 
in the balance sheet, is presumably collectible. 


Chapter 823 of the Acts of 1913 provides that abatements 
shall be charged against overlay ; while the town has continued 
the practice of appropriating for abatements, it is found that 
the appropriations and overlay combined are insufficient to 
meet the total abatements granted. The collector cannot 
collect amounts abated by the assessors, but they should, of 
course, be charged off in order that the uncollected accounts 
may represent amounts that are presumably collectible. 


The warrants of the years 1910 to 1914, inclusive, were 
proved with the tax books, and with the exception of 1913 
were correct. In the year 1913 special assessments were in- 
cluded in the warrant for taxes and were also committed as 
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special assessments. This has been corrected by the issuing 
of a new warrant for the proper amount and by making an ad- 
justing entry in the books. 


Collections were, in some cases, apparently held for a 
considerable period of time before payment was made to the 
treasurer, and collections evidently made after the close of the 
year were credited back. The collector should close his books 
promptly at the end of the year and pay all moneys over to the 
treasurer. 


The statute requiring all amounts collected to be paid 
over to the treasurer not later than the fifth day of the month 
is certainly liberal in its provisions, but it would appear that 
this has not been complied with literally; moreover, there is 
no good reason why payments should not be made to the 
treasurer even more frequently than required by law, espec- 
lally during the period when large amounts are being received 
daily. Attention was called to the importance of a change in 
the methods, but the fact that no deposit was made in Novem- 
ber convinces me that some definite action should be taken by 
the town to insure compliance with the recommendation. 


The list of uncollected taxes was made as of June 1, 1915, 
and the tax collector settled with the treasurer for all taxes 
collected up to that date. The balance sheet as of October 
25, 1915, shows outstanding taxes for the years 1911 to 1915; 
while in some cases the lien has expired so that in case the 
property changed hands it could only be collected by suits at 
law, if at all, many of the old tax assessment accounts can un- 
doubtedly be collected if immediate action is taken; but con- 
tinued delay will result in a loss to the town. 


It is sometimes contended that to enforce prompt collec- 
tion of taxes would prove a hardship to many of the small 
property holders, but an examination of the outstanding tax 
accounts for Natick discloses the fact that some of the de- 
linquents are persons that are being taxed on property valued 
at thousands of dollars. 
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The fact that delinquent taxpayers are subject to an ad- 
ditional charge on account of interest at the rate of six per 
cent per annum does not, in my opinion, justify the present 
practice, especially since it apparently forces a violation of 
existing statutes in relation to the payment of revenue loans. 


The sidewalk assessments of 1914, shown in the balance 
sheet as uncollected, were not committed to the collector until 
1915, although appropriated and expended during the year 
1914. 


The collector's books were accurately kept and greatly 
facilitated the checking of the accounts.

AssEssors’ DEPARTMENT: ‘The Assessors’ warrants for 
the several years were found to agree with the collector’s 
commitment books, with the exception of the year 1913, as 
described in the collector’s summary statement. 


The responsibility of raising revenue sufficient to meet 
the lawful charges of the town is under the following statutes: 


Section 37%, Part 1, Chapter 490 of the Acts of 1909 
Section 8, Chapter 719 of the Acts of 1913 
Chapter 823 of the Acts of 1913 


The acts of 1909 direct the raising of sufficient revenue to 
meet all appropriations granted not otherwise provided for 
and sums by law required to be assessed, and limit the amounts 
that may be used as estimated receipts for the purpose of re- 
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ducing the tax levy; but the items specified do not include 
taxes. 

Section 8 of Chapter 719 of the Acts of 1913 refers to 
debt requirements, and makes it obligatory on the assessors 
to assess a sufficient sum to meet sinking fund requirements 
as well as serial debt. 


Chapter. 823 of the Acts of 1913 is a continuation of the 


- provisions as to the amount of overlay that can be assessed, 


and further provides the way in which it shall be applied. 


In the years 1910, 1911 and 1912 the amounts of estima- 
ted revenue deducted were far more than contemplated by 
Section 37, Part 1, of Chapter 490 of the Acts of 1909; but 
while this course temporarily reduced the tax levy, it resulted 
in an increased borrowing on temporary loans. The overlay 
in 1914 was $189.05, and in 1915, $99.74. In both cases it is 
apparent that the overlay will not be sufficient to meet abate- 
ments on account of these years, and while appropriations 
were also made for abatements the amount is insufficient. 


It was found that there was an accumulation of abate- 
ments aggregating more than $6000 in excess of provisions for 
meeting the same; as these were not charged off, the collect- 
ors account showed a fictitious asset of that amount. The 
assessors are responsible only for the raising of sufficient 
revenue to meet authorized expenditures, but if the rate fixed 
will produce only the sum authorized to be expended and if 
the several departments and accounts expend the entire 
amount allotted for that purpose, any tax abated in excess of 
the amount provided for abatements creates a deficit of rev- 
enue which can only be met by an additional tax. 


The assessors do, of course, fix the tax rate, but the 
voters in making appropriations are responsible for the rate, 
since the action of the board of assessors is simply that of 
administration. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT: ‘The accounts of this department 


were checked in detail and a list of uncollected sewer rental 
bills tabulated. The only record of sewer rental bills was in 
the department books, but under the system. installed an ac- 
count is opened in the general ledger and a charge made cov- 
ering the uncollected accounts. In preparing the list, many 
old accounts were found to be outstanding which should be 
collected. The sewer rental charges can easily be listed and 
a regular commitment made out, so that with a proper tabula- 
tion of receipts the amount outstanding of each year’s com- 
mitment could readily be reported. These uncollected ac- 
counts are assets of the town and should be included in the 
balance sheet. 


All collections should be deposited with the treasurer at 
least monthly, and during the period when a considerable sum 
is received daily, more frequent payments should be made. 


The following is a summary of the accounts for the year 
1915, to date of opening the new accounts:

Cuarity DEPARTMENT: The books of this department 
were examined and checked with the treasurer’s books. Bills 
for amounts due are sent out by the department, but pay- 


¢ 
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ments in most instances are made direct to the treasurer. The 
accounts of the Town Farm were checked and amounts re- 
ceived, as shown by the cash book, had all been paid to the 
treasurer. 


The overseers of the poor have custody of the J. B. Wal- 
cott, Sally Spaulding, and Maria Hayes Funds. The first 1s 
an accumulating fund, and no portion of it will be available 
for a number of years. The other funds are for the benefit 
of the inmates of the Town Farm. 


It is very important that complete records of transactions 
both as to income and investments be kept. The accounts 
for the several years were analyzed, investments listed and 
examined, income checked, and necessary adjusting entries 
made. | 


The securities of these funds, unless expressly prohibited 
by the conditions of the bequest, should be in the hands of the 
town treasurer, who is a bonded officer. Expenditures of in- 
come or investments would, of course, be upon the order of 
the overseers of the poor. 


WATER DEPARTMENT: The books of the water depart- 
ment were examined, and receipts and payments for the years 
1910 to 1914 and to October 25, 1915 were checked and veri- 
fied. 


As the books of the department were closed at different 
dates each year, it was necessary to make an extended audit 
for a number of years in order that a clear division might be 
demonstrated. These accounts were in reality checked back 
to the year 1907 and the total receipts, as shown by the cash 
book, compared with the payments to the treasurer. 


In the absence of a regular commitment and owing to the 
large number of small accounts involved, it was deemed in- 
advisable to make a tabulation of the accounts by years so as 
to show the amount committed each year and collections on 
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account of the same; hence the comparison was made with the 
cash book receipts as shown by the department books. 


The method of depositing collections with the treasurer 
has been unbusinesslike, as there were at times thousands of 
dollars in the hands of the department, representing several 
month’s collections, before payment to the treasurer. It had 
been the practice to pay some of the bills direct, rermbursement 
being subsequently made by a properly approved warrant, and 


also to pay payrolls and turn them in for credit. This practice. 


has been discontinued and both bills and payrolls are now 
approved before payment is made, but the method formerly 
used made it difficult to determine the true balance on hand 
from time to time. As a result of th.s practice, there were 
discrepancies between the department and treasury books, 
which have, however, now been adjusted. With proper ac- 
counting there would be no occasion for such differences. 


The outstanding accounts as shown on the books were 
listed and set up in the general ledger. Many of these ac- 
counts have been outstanding for a considerable period of time 
and are of doubtful value. The commissioners should take 
immediate action to collect them, and those proving to be un- 
collectible should be abated and not carried as assets of the 
department. 


The water accounts should be set up so as to show each 
years’ business, both as to revenue accrual and receipts and 
cash payments and unpaid liabilities. With the former 
method of accounting this was difficult if not impossible, since 
at the end of the year the books were kept open for a consid- 
erable time and collections were made both on the year just 
closed and on the incoming year. 


As soon as bills are made out a regular commitment should 
be made and the amount set up on the books, so that at any 
time the cash book showing collections, together with the out- 
standing accounts, will be absolute proof on year’s revenue 
accounts. 
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_ Attention has been called to the loss to the town on ac- 
count of interest on temporary loans when there was money on 
hand earning but a small amount which might have been used; 
while this was due to the practices followed it represented an 
actual loss and should be discontinued. 


The collector of water rates and bills is not now under 
bond for the faithful performance of his duties. It is deemed 
necessary, in both public and private business, that all officers 
responsible for the handing of large sums of money give a 
bond sufficient to insure against any possible loss. 


SINKING Funps. The condition of the sewer sinking fund 
has, I understand, been discussed in general by citizens of the 
town, so that but little needs to be said on this account. 


The fact that in the years 1920, 1925, and 1926 $175,000 
of bonds mature and must be met should cause serious con- 
sideration on the part of the town. The present value of the 
fund is $20,288.90, so that large annual contributions will 
have to be made to meet this debt. There is also other debt 
for which annual appropriations should be made, but the an- 
nual charge will be comparatively light when the large loans 
are retired, unless, of course, a consderable amount of debt is 
incurred for sewer purposes prior to 1926. In order that 
sufficient money may be available for the $175,000 above re- 
ferred to, it will be necessary to raise for this debt alone 
$12,000 annually, assuming that the entire amount on hand 
in the sewer sinking fund is applicable to this debt, that the 
funds will earn 314% semi-annually, and that payment is made 
to the fund on July 1 in each of the years. 


The water debt is being piad when it matures without 
the accumulations of funds as comtemplated by the sinking 
fund method; however, as the amount maturing annually is 
comparatively small, it can in all probability be met from the 
revenues of the department. Many of the loans, while term- 
ed “sinking fund” loans, if taken together correspond to a 
serial loan, and the sinking fund provided represents surplus 
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earnings of the water department, which are set aside for the 
payment of maturing debt. 3 


A definite policy should be adopted to insure the neces- 
sary funds to meet all maturing obligations; by taking imme- 
diate steps ot this end the burden will be spread over the great- 
est number of years possible. 


The securities of the several funds were examined and 
found to correspond with the amounts called for by the books. 


Trust Funps. The trust funds left to and for the benefit 


of the town were verified by an examination of the several : 


securities held as investment, and bank balances were proved. 
Tables have been prepared showing the total amount of the 
funds and the transactions for the years 1914 and 1915, as 
shown by the schedules following. 


Certain of these funds have not been considered town 
funds, but as they are for the benefit of the town and under 
Chapter 322 of the Acts of 1904 should be audited by the town 
auditor, I have examined the same and included them in my 
report. When a town elects a majority of the trustees having 
the control of funds left for the benefit of the town, such 
funds may properly be termed town funds and should be so 
reported.

All of these books and forms are arranged so as to sim- 
_plify the reporting and make possible a proper check on the 
accounting of public moneys; also to insure a classification of 
both receipts and payments. All moneys received from every 
source and paid to the treasurer are also reported to the ac- 
counting officer, in whose books will be recorded all cash 
transactions in detail, and which will furnish an absolute 
check on the totals. 


The accounts in the general ledger are separated and 
grouped in sections, as follows: 
) 1. Assets and liabilities 
2. Revenue accounts 
3. Appropriation accounts 
4. Funded or fixed debt 
5. Trust funds 


From the ledger, information relative to the condition of 
the several appropriations may readily be obtained, and the 
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administrative offcers may keep constantly informed of 
amounts expended ; also of amounts available for the balance 
of the year. Recent statutes expressly forbid the incurring 
of liabilities in excess of appropriations for the use of any de- 
partment. It is therefore necessary that the several depart- 
ment officials be advsed of the exact condition of the appro- 
priations, and unless this is done and the work well planned, 
it will be found that in many cases there will be insufficient 
funds to carry on the work of their particular department for 
the entire year. 


It has been the practice in many of our towns to make 
additional appropriations in the fall, the same to be raised in 
the succeeding year’s tax levy, when it became necessary to 
provide additional funds for the use of the several depart- 
ments. The acts of 1913, however, specify the purposes for 
which borrowings can be made, and unless they are for a pur- 
pose for which borrowings can be made, and unless they are 
for a purpose specified by the act, no funds can be raised sub- 
sequent to the fixing of the tax levy. 


On the ledger, information relative to the actual revenues 
received, as compared with the estimated amounts, will also 
be shown. - 


_ The classification book consists of loose leaf forms, with 
printed headings covering the chief sources from which rev- 
enue is received and objects for which money is expended, 
with blank spaces which allow for additional headings to cover 
important items that may seem desirable. These sheets are 
arranged in a classified form that is generally accepted and 
adopted by accountants and students of municipal affairs. Pro- 
vision is made for the recording of the date of the receipts, 
from whom received, and the source; on the payment side will 
be shown the date of the bill, to whom paid, and the purpose 
or object of payment. 


From this book definite information can readily be ob- 
tained of every cash transaction of the town; but its chief 
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object is to furnish classification in a scientific manner, regard- 
less of the method of making appropriations. This book is 
designed to bring the costs of each particular function or ser- 
vice together, so that by knowing the costs and intelligently 
comparing these with the service given, the taxpayer may 
judge of the efficiency or inefficiency of the administrative offi- 
cers. 


The treasury warrant provides for a listing of bills of the 
several departments. It is submitted to the selectmen, to- 
gether with the bills, for their approval, the bills first having 
been checked and compared with the several appropriation 
accounts to which they are chargeable. The selectmen havy- 
ing signed the warrant, it is passed to the treasurer as his 
authority for payment. 


Under the statute, the selectmen are required to approve 
all bills before they are paid by the treasurer. By the use of 
the treasury warrant they can give greater attention to the 
bills and appropriation accounts without consuming any addi- 
tional time. 


The schedule of payments to the treasurer serve as auto- 
matic checks on the cash account, and furnish the necessary in- 
formation to the accounting department, which will enable the 
accounting officer at all times to draw off statements showing 
the true financial condition of the town. By using printed 
forms for the reporting of all items involving cash, but little 
time is required for reporting the same. 

The schedule of abatements allowed is for the use of the 
assessors in reporting abatements to the accounting depart- 
ment, so that the accounting officer may credit the collector 
with these items in addition to payments made to the treasurer 
and reported to the accounting officer. 

The tax collector’s account, as shown by the ledger in the 
accounting department, will clearly indicate the amount of 
taxes remaining to be collected, as well as collections and 
abatements. 


Oe a 
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The schedules of sinking and trust fund transactions are 
for the reporting to the accounting officer monthly of all cash 
transactions of the several funds, in order that the monthly 
balance sheet will reflect the true financial condition of the 
various funds which are administered by separate boards or 
trustees, as well as the general accounts of the town. 


The sinking and trust fund cash books are for the use of 
the several boards and trustees having charge of the sinking 
and trust funds of the town, and are so arranged as to readily 
permit of making the monthly report of cash transactions to 
the accounting officer. 


From this brief description of the several books and 
forms, it will be seen that the books in the accounting depart- 
ment can be made to furnish any desired information relative 
to the financial transactions of the town. The accounts are so 
arranged that clear and concise statements can readily be ob- 
tained, and when they are submitted to the administrative off- 
cers these officials can be well informed without consuming 
any considerable amount of time, being free to devote the 
greater portion of their time given to public service to the 
planning of work in developing certain general policies. 


\ 


CoNCLUSION: The criticisms made in this report can be 
summarized as being the result of methods of accounting 
which failed to present the financial facts in such a manner as 
to show the necessity for a change. The benefits of having a 
central accounting department should be apparent. Up-to-date 
information relative to every department would prove of great 
value to all who are interested in town affairs, and the several 
town officers responsible for carrying on the work of the de- 
partments would find that it would relieve them of work which 
at best can only receive secondary consideration. 


Every town official with whom I came in contact supplied 
me with the books and records called for and assisted me in 
every way possible, many of the suggestions for making 1m- 
provements having already been put into practice. There are 
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some cases, however, where the value of the recommendations | 


made is apparently not fully appreciated; they should receive 
careful consideration, as every book and form prescribed 
serves a useful purpose and it is only by utilizing each and 
every one of them that the best results can be obtained. 


To the several town officers who gave me much valuable 
time while I was engaged in making the audit and installing the 
system, I wish, on behalf of myself and assistant, to express 
my appreciation.

Report of the Librarian 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


Gentlemen : 

The forty-third annual report giving an outline of the 
years work from January 1, 1915 to January 1, 1916, is here- 
with presented. No innovations have been attempted as with 
the increased circulation of over five thousand volumes in the 
main library and all that it implies, and over three thousand 
in the children’s department, not much outside of the regular 
routine was possible. 

Material has been found for nearly everything desired 
and when of too special a nature to be purchased, the Boston 
Public Library has kindly supplied the same through the Inter- 
Library Loan. This opportunity means much to the small 
library and is greatly appreciated by the applicants. 


All requests for assistance and the purchase of books are 
welcomed, for an institution of this kind is fulfilling its pur- 
pose only when people instinctively turn to it for information 
with confidence that it can be obtained. 


Compared with other libraries losses from the open 
shelves have been small, and with some few exceptions there 
is only the ordinary wear and tear on the books. The days 
of charging for “a pinhole on page 36” and “ another pinhole 
on page 37” have gone by, and with less arbitrary rules, person- 
al responsibility as to the care of books has increased. 


A new system of registration has been commenced where- 
by a card is automatically renewed in three years if in use; 
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otherwise the name is withdrawn until a new application is 
made. In this way it will be possible to keep the number of 
cards down to those in actual service without inconvenience to 
the borrower. 


The Duplicate Pay Collection increases in popularity and 
nets a larger sum each year and is the means of supplying 
more volumes of this class than would be available otherwise. 
Every little while the question of fiction or no fiction is thrash- 
ed out among the different libraries, but the consensus of opin- 
ion is that a good clean story has its appropriate value; and 
especially when so many are written with a definite purpose 
and which cannot fail to enlighten many who would not be in- 
terested to read about some of the subjects chosen in any other 


form.

As more people become conversant with the vacation priv- 
ilege; more books are issued for this purpose, and many de- 
pend entirely upon the library for their supply of reading dur- 
ing their summer’s outing. Although of course the larger 
number of volumes delivered at this time are fiction, many stu- 
dents avail themselves the opportunity to do extra work while 
away. ~ 


The musical library, though comprising only about two 
hundred and fifty volumes not including the books about 
music, has a large circulation, and is much used for reference 
by prospective buyers. 


Associations with the schools both public and private 
are always pleasant and profitable, and mutual interests assist 
in developing many helpful suggestions and the work with 
the different clubs and classes is also helpful. 


The set of modern Greek books loaned by the Massa 
chusetts Library Commission is still here and has been read and 
reread. It would seem advisable with the large foreign pop- 
ulation in town to add a weekly paper each for the French, 
Italians and Greeks, in their own language. Miss J. M. 
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Campbell of the Massachusetts Library Commission and who 
has charge of the work with foreigners, states that “A fam- 
iliar old-country magazine or newspaper is often the first bond 
between the library and a stranger who is homesick for news 
of familiar places and people, and who feels a personal pride 
that his country and its literature is recognized through this 
service. 


About the usual number of yolumes have been added to 
the reference department. All the regular annuals have been 
received and the New Internatonal Encyclopedia is being re- 
placed slowly by the new edition, as so far sixteen volumes 
have arrived. Interesting to Boy Scouts and Camp Fire Girls 
has been a Dictionary of American Indian Places and Proper 
Names of New England by R. A. Douglas-Lithgow; a Cata- 
logue of coins, tokens and medals published under the direc- 
tion of the Director of the mint has been popular with the 
coin collectors; a Spanish-English and English-Spanish com- 
mercial dictionary of the words and terms used in commercial 
correspondence, which are not given in the dictionaries in or- 
dinary use, will be helpful to the various ones studying that 
language ; and the second edition of Who’s Who in New Eng- 
land brings that work up to date. 


The greater number of children having cards and the re- 
sulting increase in the circulation of books in the Young 
People’s Library has made a heavy years work for this depart- 
ment, and Miss Haggeit.has had to contend with the same 
difficulty here as else where in the building, which is lack 
of room. It is not an easy matter to maintain order and 
quietness under these circumstances, and the conditions are 
not always favorable for as much help in the selection of books 
as she would like to give. For this reason the story hour is 
still untried as room and time are two important factors. 
More work has been done with the schools in supplying col- 
lateral reading, and more books have been sent to them, con- 
-veyance of the same being due to the generosity of Mr John 
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B. Leamy. A collection of nearly two thousand specimens 
of minerals has been presented by Mr James W. Broad of 
Wellesley, who as a boy spent many hours here, and was glad 
to donate the accumulation of years as a memento. 


The reading rooms with their supply of newspapers and 
periodicals attract many readers and is another division where 
more space would be desirable.. Tearing down the partitions 
and making one long room would be of great advantage, for 
complete oversight could then be had, and the result would be 
much more satisfactory. 


The national and state governments have given many vol- 
umes, and a large number of libraries, educational institutions, 
societies, firms, and public and private individuals have contri- 
buted to the general welfare of the library ; and the harmonius 
relations existing between the public, trustees and library force 
have made a higher grade of worl possible.

Report of the School Committee 


At a meeting of the School Committee held this evening 
the report of the Superintendent was received and carefully 
considered and it is hoped by the members of the Committee 
that the people of the town will also carefully consider it, 
especially that part of the report which has to do with the 
increase of school population. In the fall the Committee 
having leased the Community Hall at Wellesley Park opened 
the school there for the first four grades, thus relieving the 
congestion at the Harvard School. But a visit to the dif- 
ferent schools of the town shows that in other schools some 
thing ought also to be done if the children are to receive the 
kind of an education to which they are entitled. 


The question was asked one of the members of the Com- 
mittee recently why the School Department spent so much 
more money now than formerly. That question may well 
be answered here by asking another question. What did the 
town pay for teachers and janitors ten years ago, and what is 
paid ngw? These are practically fixed charges and the 
records show that in 1905 there was a total appropriation for 
the schools of $45,839.19, $36,219.was paid for teachers and 
janitors. In 1915 out of the school appropriation of $65,319.19 
$49,398. was paid. This question has been answered before, 
but it was suggested that it might be well to bring these facts 
again to the attention of the town’s people. 


We are glad for the spirit of harmony and good-will that 
prevails among the officers and teachers of the town, and the 
Committee rejoices because of the faithful and conscientious 
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service that is being rendered by the Superintendent of 
Schools, Mr E. L. Willard, and that of the different teachers.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee. 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Someone has suggested that if one desired to conceal any- 
thing he should make it a part of an annual report. 


It is not with this idea that I have undertaken this, my 
second report as your superintendent and the twenty-first in 
the series of such reports. On the contrary I am very desir- 
ous that the facts here presented shall be carefully read and 
thoroughly understood by every citizen who has the best inter- 
ests of the children at heart. 


The routine work of the schools has progressed in much 
the same manner as in former years. There is, however, an 
increasing zeal in the teaching force to accomplish results 
worth while. A spirit of harmony and loyalty prevails. Pu- 
pils are being led to see the advantage of real achievement 
and the inevitable results of the lack of proper effort. 


The belief that pupils have heretofore been allowed unde- 
served promotion has made necessary stricter measures during 
the last year. From the senior class in the High School to 
the lowest primary grade nearly two hundred failed of promo- 
tion. The lesson has had a very beneficial effect in toning 
up the classes. Pupils are working now as they never did be- 
fore. So severe a lesson again will not soon be needed. 


FIRE DRILLS 


On account of the recent catastrophe in Peabody the atten- 
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tion of the public has been forcibly called to the need of pro- 
per protection for the pupils in the public schoois. 


The inspection of our buildings by several citizens and 
representatives of the School Department disclosed the fact 
that much may yet be done to improve existing conditions. 


For some of the faults we frankly admit responsibility. 


As to proper methods of remedying other defects a vote of 
the town seems necessary. 


The variety and uncertainty of the fire drill signals has 
been caused very largely by the differing construction of the 
several buildings, requiring signals in some cases which would 
not apply at all to other buildings. 


The difficilty has been somewhat done away with by post- 
ing over each bell the signals for each method of exit. 


The Eliot is the only building supplied with a modern ar- 
rangement for the purpose. This was installed last summer by 
order of the state inspector. 


There has been much investigation recently on the part of 
a special committee of this board, to determine the most satis- 
factory and efficient means of protection. This committee will 
render their final report early in nineteen sixteen. 


One result of the investigations relating to fire protec- 
tion is a very strong sentiment on the part of the members of 
the Board, shared also by the public at large, that janitors 
should remain in their buildings during the entire time the 
‘schools are in session. 


ATTENDANCE 
Just a few words to call attention to the tables which fol- 
low this report. 


The most gratifying feature is in the increase in the per- 
. -cent of attendance from 94.2 in the last report to 95.9 this 
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year. This is as it should be and indicates a healthy appre- 
ciation of the responsibilities and opportunities afforded our 
schools. | 


The tables further show the following increases over last 
year: 


Total membership 4’. 
Average membership 61.7 
Average attendance 87.6 


These increases present arguments more forciable than 
words for the need of more teachers in the elementary schools. 
While for several years our school population has increased 
to the extent of one room per year, no provision has been 
made for that additional room except in the single case at 
Wellesley Park. Twenty-five pupils were accomodated there. 
The burden on the teachers, slowly but surely approaching 
fifty pupils each will soon be intolerable. 


A MOST VITAL NEED 


Among the difficulties with which we have to contend, 
none is greater than the heterogeneous plan—or rather lack of 
plan,—in the assignment of the grades. On account of this, 
great injustice is done to about one half of the children attend- 
ing our schools. 


Notice these fact: We have 


1, One teacher with five grades. 
2. One teacher with four grades. 


3. Four teachers with three grades each, but with first 
and second attending only a half a day each. 


Thirteen teachers with two grades each. 


5. Four teachers two grades each but one attending 
in the morning and the other in the afternoon. 


6. Nine teachers with one grade each..

These conditions have existed for a long time. Doubtless 
any attempt to change them would meet with serious opposi- 
tion: en 

We in America boast a great deal in the equal opportunit- 
ies afforded our children... But equality of ppportanity does 
not exist for the children in our schools. 


This becomes more and more evident. as we go up the 
ae and is painfully so when pupils reach the high school. 


Ww ith equal ability among the different. members of the 
teaching force, it does not need elucidation for anyone to see 
that those pupils who receive eighty nine per cent of the time of 
their teachers are going to be better drilled and therefore better 
equipped for promotion than those whose teachers can sive but 
hwenty-per cent of their time to a particular class. 


There may be good and sufficient reasons for having fous 
grades at Wellesley Park, five at North Natick and six at Wes 
‘Natick. The isolated communities represented by these 
schools make such conditions more or less necessary. 


There is, however, no valid reason why conditions in the 
six central schools should vary so widely... 


Four schools, the Bacon, Felchville; Nathan Rice and Oak 
Grove have about an equal number of pupils. If eight grades 
‘are advisable in the first two, why not in the.last two? Why 
should the principal in the first two teach seventh and eighth 
grades, in the third only the seventh and the fourth the sixth 
‘and seventh? 
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If the entire time of the teacher is needed for the first 
‘grade in the Wilson and Oak Grove, is it fair to the children 
that happen to live in either one of the other districts for the 
teacher to give them only one half of her time, or as is the case 
in the Harvard School only one third of her time? 


One may well ask what can be done about it. What rem- 
edy is there? In answer to such questions the following sug- 
cestions are oftered. 

1. The addition of two rooms to the Harvard Street 
building and the transfer of some of the pupils now attending 
the Wilson. | 


2. The attendance of primary grades only at Nathan 
Rice, Oak Grove and Harvard shools. 


3. The addition of three grade teachers. 


More teachers as suggested would be necessary. In this 
connection it will not be amiss to compare our schools with 
those of other towns. 


For this purpose the reports of 1914 have been taken at 
random and the average number of pupils per teacher in the 
‘grades found. In order that a fair inference might be drawn 
‘the first twenty reports were selected as they happened to come, 
excluding only those of the larger cities. 


In Natick the average number of pupils per teacher in the 
grades is forty three. The list is as follows: 


1. Andover D4 
2. Belmont 3% 
3. Blackstone 39 
4, Clinton 38 
5. Dalton 36 
6. Easton 22

It is earnestly hoped that the voters of the town will see 
the necessity and wisdom of providing for these changes at 
the next town meeting. 

We are not as progressive as the majority of communities 
of equal size in that we overwork our teachers by allotting 
too many pupils per teacher and again by requiring too manv 
of them to teach more than a single grade each. 

The suggestions above would obviate most of the trouble. 
They would cost something but they would abundantly justt- 
fy the expense. 


DENTAL. CLINIC 
During the last year very thorough work has been done 
in the schools by the school physicians. 


If this work has laid bare any one need more than another 
it has been regarding the care of the teeth among the pupils. 
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A careful reading of the reports of Dr. Maguire and Dr. 
Sylvester, because of the startling facts therein enumerated, 
is interesting. 


Because of conditions existing, there sdtgae need that 
corrective and preventive measures be taken. I would urge 
upon the Committee, therefore, the advisability: of asking the 
Board of. Health to establish a dental clinic in the vacant 
room in the high school basement. 


Every dentist in town: has been iitennewed and has agreed 
. that it would be a most*excellent thing to do... Furthermore, 
every dentist in town has agreed to give a portion of his time 
to free treatment if the clinic should be established. —

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. E. L. Willard, 
Supt. of Schools. 


I herewith submit my report of the High School for the 
year 1914-1915. The total enrollment for the year beginning 
Sept. 1915 is 336. The average daily attendance, through the 
fall term, has been 307.2 and percentage of attendance 95.6%. 


The smaller enrollment this year is more than accounted 
for by the three following facts: 


1. The graduation of an abnormally large senior class 
of 70. (The present senior class numbers 46.) 


Caw) 


The freshman class this fall numbers 105 as against 
149 a year ago. 


3. The adoption of a new course of study with increased 
requirements for graduation and the rigid enforce- 
ment of the rule that no scholar shall be advanced 
until the requisite number of points have been earned. 


As a result of promoting to the high school only those 
who were thoroughly qualified and of the failure to return of 
those who were unwilling to do any part of the work they 
knew would be required of them, there is a marked improve- 
ment in the quality and quantity of work being done, the school 
spirit is better, there is a growing earnestness and appreciation 
of the value of a high school education which I feel cannct 
but result in increasing the efficiency of the school. 


Throughout the past year constant effort was mace to 


9] 


reduce the unduly largé number of cases of tardiness, absences 
and dismissals. There has been some improvement but the 
parents do not as yet give us the support they should in our ° 
efforts to instill in the minds of our students the necessit 7 of 
habits of promptness and regularity. 


The necessity for more home study is greater than ever. 
With the extra time now taken for gymnasium work there is 
even less time than in former years for study during the school 


session. 


NEEDS 


Under our new course of study the first year of a manual 
arts course is being given this year. If these boys are to go on 
with their course next year some advanced work must be pro- 
vided for them. They have taken in the grammar school the 
regular four years work in wood working and again this year 
they are doing shop work, making various articles of furniture. 
If the manual arts course is to give any breadth of training 
there must be introduced some other forms of manual labor. 
I earnestly call your attention to this matter and ask for some 
provision for second year work. 


The appointment of an instructor in gymnastics for the 
girls has made possible regular systematic training of the girls. 
The courses required of all freshmen and open to all classes 
are very popular and are proving of great benefit. I urge now 
as I did a year ago, the appointment of a male instructor who 
will do for the boys what is now being done for the girls. 


Our athletes have instruction but the hundred or more 
boys who have no particular athletic ability and who for that 
very reason need careful systematic training are at present 
neglected. We will never do our full duty until we develop 
our young people physically as well as mentally. 


In a great many communities there exists strongly organ- 
ized high school alumni associations. Such bodies can be-

come strong factors in maintaining the spirit and influence of 
the school. Why should not our Natick High School Alumnt 
organize?

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MANUAL TRAINING 


To Mr. Edgar L. Willard, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


[hereby submit the annual report of the Manual Training 
Department. , 


The.work of the 6th and 7th grades has been a contintia~ 
tion of last year’s program—something to interest the pupil and 
to get them to think as well as to use their hands. Much at- 
tention is being paid to mechanical drawing in these grades 
this year. That the pupils are very much interested in their 
work is very evident. 

If we had a larger equipment for these grades we could do 


a greater variety of work. The equipment at the present time 
consists of a drawing-board, T-square, angles and knife. 


In the 8th and 9th grades the boys are making things for 
themselves and for their homes—almost everything you can 
think of from a clothes-stick to a drawing-table, tool-chests, 
small tables, book-racks and other things too numerous to men- 
tion. 


Again would I recommend a good course of mechanical 
drawing for these grades. 


In the high school class the boys are doing splendid work 
making fine quartered oak tables, cypress ward-robes, step- 
ladders and other articles. Especially weuld I urge that the 
boys in this class be required to take mechanical drawing as 
applied to the trades. 


Our equipment is not of the latest or of the best but we 
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are trying to do the best we can with what we have. Last year 
I recommended the purchase of a printing plant. Again I wish 
to call your attention to the need of having a larger variety 
of work than at present. Many schools are putting in printing 
plants and finding them not only instructive but very profitable 
for the school. 


If we had a book-binding plant (and the cost would be 
very small) we could rebind, and recover the books for the 
school, thereby giving the pupils a splendid opportunity to get 
a variety of work and also saving the town many dollars which 
go to outside establishments. 


There are some things that this department has done that 
I wish to call to your attention. This I do in justice to the 
boys in this department. We have made and put into the 
Domestic Science department a large cabinet, also put up an 
enamelled shelf. A large music cabinet for the high school 
orchestra has been made and put into the high school, and also 
a large bulletin board in the main corridor. A large three-fold 
six-foot screen has been made for the sewing room of the high 
school. We put a new lock on the Superintendent’s desk and 
one on the Sub-master’s desk. The basket-ball apparatus has 
been fixed and racks made to be used under the drawing- 
boards in the drawing-room. We have also made a new top 
for a music chart, stakes for the agricultural class, fixed the 
fence and cut a ticket-office opening and put up shelf for same 
at Sunnyside for the athletic department of the high school. 
Many pairs of skates for the boys in this department have 
been sharpened by the boys and the instructor. While some 
of these jobs have been small they have required some thought 
and skill on the part of the person doing them. 

Many meetings have been held with the teachers of the 6th 
and 7th grades about the work, and to those teachers for their 
most hearty co-operation and efforts, | wish to express my sin-

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MUSIC REPORT 


Mr. E. L. Willard, Supt. of Schools, Natick, 


My dear Sir :—We are proceeding along the general lines 
of study as planned by your Supervisor two years ago. 


Four years ago we introduced a method of teaching music 
known as the “System”, or the “Modified Weaver Course.” 
The lesson plans for teaching fundamentals, when followed 
faithfully, certainly give to the child, not only the power to 
read and sing, but a splendid foundation for the continuance 
of his musical studies in school and out. 


Having gained the power to read music, his enjoyment in 
participating in the performance is the keener and he is better 
able to appreciate the higher music forms. 


But why make all pupils study music when all pupils are 
not musical, and only a few, talented? 


There is much educational value in the study of music. 
There is an element of self-control; of intense concentration ; 
of alert thinking; of ability to reason quickly and power to 
observe, which every child should cultivate. 


There is a line of study known as a Course of Study in 
Music History and Appreciation that gives every boy and girl, 
talented or untalented, musical or unmusical, a chance to hear 
and become familiar with the great masterpieces, performed 
by the world’s greatest masters, through the medium of the 
victrola. And, I hope that.this line of study may be adoptea, 
especially in the Upper Grammar Grades and High School, and

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DRAWING TEACHER’S REPORT 


To Mr. E. L. Willard, Supt. of Schools, 
Natick, Mass. 


The subject of Drawing in the Primary, Elementary and 
Grammar grades still receives enthusiastic support—in that 
every suggestion made to the teachers is cheerfully carried out 
—every wish complied with. Such untiring cooperation re- 
sults in renewed effort on the part of the children and they 
evince a gratifying interest when they enter the High School. 


This brings us to the question—why we teach drawing. 
Because it trains the eye and hand—enables us to give free ex- 
pression to the facts, appearance and decoration of form. Isa 
basis of working drawings—of all decorative art—of the 
world’s artistic products—costume—designing and interior 
decoration, and acquaints us with the beauties of nature. 


The course touches on all the above branches of Art Edu- 
cation, and follows a definite outline but is rewritten for each 
teacher, every two months, thus giving an opportunity to re- 
construct lessons which have proved ineffectual. 


The High School problems are still pressing and were de- 
tailed in last year’s report. We are destitute of pictures, casts 
and models—in striking contrast to one perfectly equipped 
neighbor, the Domestic Science room. 


The first year classes are allowed to take the subject dur- 
ing three out of the six periods which leaves one each for 
the three others. This has prevented many from taking drawing 
at all but has effectually reduced the numbers.

E. L. Willard, Supt. of Schools: 

Natick, Mass. 

I have the honor to present to you, herewith, my annual 
report as school physician. 

There has been no serious epidemic in the schools this 
year, with the exception of a good many cases of whooping 
cough which as a rule have run a very mild course, in many 
cases the teachers being in doubt whether to exclude the child- 
ren from the school. For that reason it has been hard to keep 
the disease confined to the first cases. 


I have carefully examined in the schools under my charge 
992 pupils distributed as follows:

I have found a number of conditions worthy of notice. 
Among those I will mention: 


Diseased tonsils 120 cases 
Defective teeth AGES: 


Many of the cases of*diseased tonsils have also adenoids. 
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showing why so many of our school childten are below grade. 
Quite a number of these have taken advice and have been op- 
erated on, and I expect that they will be improved in their 
studies by another year. 


I have found a most alarming condition of the teeth of 
many of the children, particularly in the lower grades, though 
the High School is by no means exempt, as there are 78 pupils 
there in need of immediate dental services. I hope a plan will 
be adopted that will go a good way towards a remedy of this 
state of things. 


As a matter of interest I will add the numerical distribu- 
tion in the various schools under my charge.

Dear Sir: 

The following is my report as school physician for the 
year 1915. 


I have examined every pupil in the five schools assigned 
me and filling out each card with the result of my examination, 
and have made inspection of all the buildings at different times.’ 


I sent 61 notices home of cases that required further 
medical or surgical treatment. 156 pupils -had 3 or more pri- 
mary teeth that were badly decayed and 29 pupils had 3 or 
more second teeth that needed proper treatment and filling. 
I found 170 pupils who had the habit of finger nail biting. 
There were 5 cases of organic heart trouble and 4 prob- 
ably of haemic orgin. There were 60 cases of enlarged tonsils 
and the majority of these cases also had adenoids. There 
were six cases of enlarged glands, 2 cases of Impetigo Con- 
tagioso and 7 cases of Pediculosis. Two children were sent 
home from school for not being vaccinated and refusing to 
be vaccinated though the opportunity was offered them. I 
issued 464 certificates for children to return to school and 57 
certificates to pupils to work during the vacation and holidays. 
67 pupils were sent to my office from the schools. There 
were two fumigations of the Wilson school and 1 each of the 
Oak Grove and West Natick schools, following contagious 
diseases amongst pupils in these schools. One case of Stra- 
bisnus was sent to my office with paralysis of throat muscles 
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also, probably the result of a post diphtheretic paralysis. 


I desire to thank all the teachers for the valued assis- 
tance given me whereby I could carry on my examination of 
each pupil without interfering with the school work. In all the 
buildings conditions are not all that can be desired, but under 
these conditions I want to commend the janitors for the ex- 
cellent care given the school buildings.

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REPORT OF AGRICULTURAL WORK 


The District Junior Extension Bureau of South Middle- 
sex County was organized early in the Spring of 1915 through 
the Extension Service of the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege and the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture cooperating. Individ- 
uals interested in the movement held a meeting in Framing- 
ham to which representatives of surrounding towns were in- 
vited for the purpose of forming a bureau to promote work 
among the school children, especially that of the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Clubs of the State, of which Prof. O. A. Morton is the 
state leader. As a result of this meeting, which representa- 
tives of the Mass. Agricultural College attended, the Bureau 
was formed with the following participants: Framingham, Na- | 
tick, Wayland, County Training School at Chelmsford, Hollis- 
ton and Sherborn. Mr. N. I. Bowditch of Framingham was cho- 
sen Chairman, Mr. E. H. Howard of Framingham Secretary- 
Treasurer who, with a representative from each town, formed 
an executive committee to direct the work of the agent and to 
whom the agent was responsible. The representatives from 
the towns were as follows: Framingham, Mr. N. I. Bow- 
ditch; Natick, Rev. A. A. Felch; Wayland, (Mr. F. H. Rem- 
ick, deceased) later Dr. Philip S. Ide; County Training School, 
Mr. Rufus E. Corlew; Holliston, Supt. of Schools, Carroll E. 
Drown and Sherborn, Mr. N. B. Douglass. Frederick A. 
Castle was chosen as agent and assumed his duties March 10, 
1915. 


The financial arrangements were as follows; $100. per 
month was supplied by the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture to be 


_paid the agent as salary. This was guaranteed through. June, 


s =>

with good prospects for continuance. However, this appro- 
priation was discontinued after June 30th but $200. was later 
available from the Government. 


In the State Clubs the first prize is a trip to Washington, 
D. C., the second a three-day trip in the state and third a week’s 
trip to the Mass. Agricultural College at Amherst. In the 
Home Garden Club, pins furnished by the state were given to 
those doing good work in gardens. 


The agent found superintendents, principals ans’ teach- 
ers very favorably disposed toward the club work on the whole 
and they have assisted in every way to make the w.rk a sue- 
SSetey 

Although some boys and girls did not undertake the pro}j- 
ects after enrolling, the majority have kept up their interest 
and have made a creditable showing. There is every reason 
to believe that a much larger enrollment will be secured next 
year as the teachers and pupils now realize what the clubs 
really are. 


All the towns in the bureau granted either a whole or 
half day frem school in order that the children might attend the 
South Middlesex Fair at Framingham on Children’s Day. 
Free tickets were supplied by the Fair and each town provided 
free transportaton of exhibits to and from the Fatr grounds. 
The idea of exhibiting furnished a stmulus to many boys and 
girls through the year to do better work than they otherwise 
would and the competition is strong enough to maintain a high 
standard of excellence. 


The figures do not tell the whole story. In many mstances 
the club member has moved or decided to leave for a part of 
the summer or has taken a job for the summer. They have 
received the primer of instruction and had the advice of the 
agent on their particular problem so even though they do not 
complete the contest they have received instructions which will 
cbe of value. | 
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In Natick the following: schools were visited dnd the 
children invited to join either the State Clubs of Home Gar- 
den Club; High School, Wilson, Eliot, Nathan Rice, Oak> 
Grove, Felchville, Harvard, and West Schools. On account 
of being. unfamiliar with the State Clubs quite a number en- 
rolled who later decided not to continue. The enrollment and ~ 
final results were as follows :—

Through the courtesy of Mrs. Felch a small .plot of land 
in back of the house at 15 East Central was offered rent free 
for a school garden. Supt. Willard had this land plowed and 
harrowed and furnished stakes and marking boards. The 
agent marked this off into 13, 15 x 20 ft. plots and invited boys 
and girls of the 8th grade, Wilson School to take up these 
plots. It was intended to let two girls or two boys work a plot 
together. Nine boys and eight girls volunteered for the work 
but without success. At this time the sods had not been re- 
moved from the plot, which entailed quite a little labor, so 
Supt. Willard had these removed and then children from the 
neighborhood were invited to take up a half a plot each. More 
than enough applicants were found and some young ladies 
from the Framingham Normal School very kindly offered their 
services free in directing and assisting in planting and caring 
for the plots. Superintendent Willard supplied the necessary 
beans to plant and the plots were planted to string beans, it 
being too late in the season then to plant other things. Miss 
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Josephine Buckley and Miss Lorna Doon were at the garden 
one day each week and the children responded fairly. well but 
on account of the incessant rains a small crop was harvested. 
It is the opinion of the agent that to be a success another year, 
the ground must be plowed early in the spring, fertilized, plots 
marked off ; tools and seeds furnished and some time be allowed 
out of school hours in the Spring for planting and cultivating. 
It is also essential that regular times be designated when the 
supervisor will be present, children not to go into the garden 
at any other time. One of the young ladies from the Normal 
School could be employed to supervise this work at a very 
moderate salary and have the garden open three mornings a 
week. 


The Home Gardens were inspected by a committee com- 
posed of Messrs. Max Haendler, Chairman; Rev. A. A. Felch, 
Phares Sawin, Mr. Wheeler, Mr. Geo. W. Lyford. A meet- 
ing was held in July at the house of Mr. Lyford, three mem- 
bers, Messrs. Haendler, Lyford and Sawin being present. 
Agent Castle explained the objects of the Home Garden Club 
and turned over to the committee 126 cards, which had been : 
filled out by children in the schools. These cards had the 
name, address, age and grade of the pupil with a list of things 
planted and date of planting. The back of the card was left 
blank for the inspector to carry on date of visit and any 
memoranda which was desired. The cards were distributed 
among the members present. Rev. Mr. Felch, and Mr. Wheel- 
er being away at the time Mr. Lyford divided a part of the 
cards allotted to him with Mr. Wheeler later on in the sum- 
~ mer; thus making four inspectors. 


The committee. did excellent work and gave a great deal 
of. their valuable time to the visiting. _ It is the opinion of the 
agent, however, that the: visiting could be handled to better 

advantage by.some-one person iwho’ can give most of his qr her 
time to visiting those who really,, need advice and help from 
the outside. The teachers of the erades very kindly assisted

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Report of Trustees. 


The trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have the 
honor of submitting their twenty-third annual report for the 
year ending December 31st, 1915. 


For the first time the report is written by some one else 
than the former chairman, P. H. Cooney. Under these cir- 
cumstances, known to all, it seems especially appropriate to 
quote the opening paragraph of the report for the year 1912, 
which is as follows :— 


“It is twenty-three years since Mary Ann Morse, who 
founded the hospital, died; and it is nearly twenty years since 
the town chose the first board of trustees to carry out the 
provisions of her will. A majority of these trustees have 
died—Townsend, Dodge, Goodnow and Clark—and one of 
them, Moran, retired several years ago, so that today but two 
of the seven of the original members remain in service—Cook 
and Cooney. These changes are forcible reminders that the 
longest service any individual can hope to give is but a mere 
incident in the life of the hospital, and that the obligation is on 
the town to see to it that “only suitable and proper persons” 
are chosen in their stead to carry forward the good work and 
thereby keep the memory of Mrs Morse green and in grate- 
ful remembrance in the annals of the hospital through its 
long hereafter.” 


Today, after three short years, the name of Cooney is 
added to the list of the deceased. The words then written have 
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now an added force, and put still greater responsibility on the 
town in its selection of their successors. 


“The workers die but the work goes on.” 


At a recent session of the associates of the late Mr Cooney 
a memorial was adopted and ordered to be spread on the 
records. Believing that it voiced the sentiments of the citi-. 
zens of Natick as well as of the trustees it was voted also to 
make it part of this report. 


IN MEMORIAM 
PATRICK H. COONEY 


The trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital desire to put 
on record their deep sense of loss in the sudden death of their 
late associate, Patrick H. Cooney, and to pay their heartfelt 
tribute to his memory. 


Mr Cooney was born in Stockbridge, Mass. seventy years 
ago, but early in life came to Natick where he ever after lived. 
He continued his general education in the Natick High School 
and in the Allen Classical School of West Newton. He stua- 
ied law with the Hon. George L. Sawin of Natick, and later 
was admitted to the bar. 


Mr. Cooney soon took high rank in his profession as a 
safe adviser and trial lawyer; he was for several years assist- 
ant district attorney and later was district attorney. During 
these years he had official relation with some of the most noted 
criminal cases in Middlesex County, and conducted the trials. 
with marked ability. 


He was legal advisor for the late Leonard Morse, for 
whom the hospital was named, and also for his widow, Mary 
Ann Morse, drew their wills, settled the estate of the former, 
and, with the late Edward Clark, another of the original 


seven trustees of the hospital, also settled the estate of the 
latter. He was one of the seven original trustees of the 
Leonard Marse Hospital first chosen by the town in April 
1893, was repeatedly re-elected, and was serving his fourth 
term at the time of his decease. During his entire service he 
was chairman of. the Board and wrote every report made by 
the trustees to the town. 


He was the trusted legal advisor and counsellor of many 
persons, especially widows and people in need, drew many 
wills and settled many estates. In the later years of life he 
withdrew from general practice, but served the Common- 
wealth on many commissions, usually as chairman. In this 
position he was often associated with leading men of the State 
and won high commendation from interested parties for the 
able, impartial discharge of his obligations. 


Mr. Cooney was greatly interested in the hospital, his 
interest increasing as the years went by, and he gave to it lib- 
erally both of time and money. He had: neither personal, 
political, racial nor religious aims to further, seeking only with 
single mind to secure the best possible for every patients He 
ever stood most loyally by the hospital authorities, often say- 
ing to the superintendent: “You go ahead and do what you 
think is right and best and we will stand back of you.” This 
assurance of support rather than of interference made the 
daily administration of affairs much easier. The liberal be- 
quest, named in his will, affords material evidence both of his 
present interest and also his faith in the hospital’s future. 


Suddenly bereft, years ago, of his wife with whom he was 
living a most happy life, he continued to live in their former 
home quietly, unostentatiously, neighborly, interesting himself 
in the welfare of young people, giving financial aid to worthy 
students seeking an education, and unobtrusively extending 
a helping hand to those in need; he never advertised his char- 
ities. 
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In the sudden departure of Mr Cooney the hospital has 
lost a most loyal friend and helper; the town, an upright, 
wholesouled citizen—one who had no patience with double 
dealing of any kind, and could not tolerate in the least degree 
any schemer—the trustees have sustained a loss which will 
be increasingly felt as the years go by. 


In witness whereof we enter this testimonial of our ap- 
preciation of our late friend and associate on the ‘hospital 
records, and tender our deepest sympathy to his relatives and 
friends, especially to the niece who, in these later years, was 
one of his household.

This seems to be an appropriate time to give in brief 


the growth of the hospital, to get its bearings, and to consider 
its future. 


The first patient was admitted on March 29th, 1899; the 
first full calendar year was, therefore 1900. During the year 
exactly 100 patients were admitted. In the year 1907 the 
number of admissions was 157. During the past year, 1915, 
the total number was 538. The total number of admissions 
since the hospital was opened is 4212. This affords grati- 
fying evidence as to the increased favor in which the hospital 
is held. s 


On October Ist, 1908, a maternity service was established 
at first tentatively. During the first full calendar vear, 1909, 


137 


the total number of maternity cases was 34. During the year 
1915 the total number was 66. This marked increase shows 
the demand for this service, and also shows the confidence 
that expectant mothers and their friends have in it, since there 
are few matters of greater moment than the beginning of a 
new life and the physical welfare of both mother and child. 


Equally noticeable is the growth of the hospital plant. 
Beginning in 1899 with the administration building which, ar 
that time, had accommodations for only twelve patients, 
there have been added a central heating plant, with opportun- 
ity for increasing its working capacity as occasion may de- 
mand; a thoroughly equipped steam laundry, and a model 
nurses home, appropriately named the “Hunnewell Home,” 
because it was built and furnished from funds given by the 
late Hollis H. Hunnewell and his children. (It is an interest- 
ing fact that the plans of this home were afterwards published 
in a leading Nursing Journal as model plans for a small 
-nureses’ home.) These additions have increased the ability 
to do efficient work, and, by removing the nurses from the 
administration building, have enabled the hospital to care for 
twenty five patients, and more in emergencies. 


The large fund left by its founder, Mary Ann Morse of, 
revered memory, was allowed to increase for a series of years, 
thus enabling the trustees to erect and pay for the first building 
without substanially reducing the amount of the original gift. 
This left a fund to furnish means toward paying the running 
expenses. Aside from this and the receipts from Tag Day, 
amounting to about $2300.00, the hospital has received, at var- 
ious times, $2500.00 from Charles H. Morse, a former business 
associate of Leonard Morse, $1000.00 from Miss Elizabeth 
Cheney, with a portion of which the ambulance was purchased, 
and $5000.00 from the late Edgar Hayes, establishing the Ru- 
fus Morse Fund. Rooms have been furnished by their friends 
as memorials to Dr. Geo. J. Townsend, one of the seven or1- 


ginal trustees, Lowly Ann Coolidge, Sharronton B. Hayes, 
Henry and Sarah Goodnow, and Sarah Allen Cooney. The 
Natick Woman’s Club has also furnished a room, to the equip- 
ment of which it adds from time to time. The late Francis L. 
Ferrin gave a piano to the nurses’ parlor in memory of his late 
wife, Mary A. Ferrin, and Mrs. W. S. Patten furnished the 
nurses’ parlor. Other donations, especially from non-resi- 
dents, have very materially aided. Through the persistent in- 
vestigations of Mr Cooney it was found that the town could 
legally make an annual appropriation towards the hospital’s 
support, which has been done for.the last few years. This 
distributes the cost among the tax payers instead of com- 
pelling a comparatively few benevolently disposed individuals 
to bear the burden which properly should be shared by all 
able to contribute. 


But let no one think that the hospital, as was said in 
earlier years, “has money to burn.” Far from it! It already 
has pressing needs and they will increase.e As has been stated 
in’ previous reports the trustees can. legally use some of the 
principal for adding to the plant, but none of the principal can 


be used in helping to defray the running expenses. Whenever 


any of the principal is used building additions the income must 
necessarily be lessened, which would necessitate an increased 
appropriation. At first thought this might seem unadvisable 
but a little study of the situation will show that in no other 
way can the town so easily make provision for its needy sick 
as_by increasing the hospital’s ability to care for them, at the 
same time at less expense even, than they can be provided for 
in any other way. “I was sick and in need and ye cared for 
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me. 


In another way can those who are favored with means 
assist the hospital when they are sick and enter it as patients 
and that is by cheerfully and willingly paying somewhere near 
the cost of caring for them. This avoids drawing on the 


‘ 


funds. which ‘primarily beiong to the absolutely needy. If this 
fund be diminished by using any portion of it in helping to 
meet the expense incurred in caring for sick persons of means, 
so much is the ability lessened on the part of the hospital to 
-eare for those to whom it belongs. 


When the hospital was opened its equipment was quite 
up to date for its needs, but rapid advances in the treatment 
of the sick and injured have made necessary additional ap- 
pliances for giving patients comfort and care. During the 
past year an electrical signal system has been installed, which 
enables a patient to silently summons a nurse, without speak- 
ing or even ringing a bell. This adds greatly to the quiet, 
especially at night. The system has been in use about two 
months and has given universal satisfaction. Another 1s an 
apparatus for providing sterile water, either hot or cold, in 
a very few minutes, for use in surgical operations especially. 
Before this, sterile water, an absolute necessity at such times, 
could only be obtained in exceedingly inconvenient ways. An 
outfit for sterilizing various utensils used in the care of pa- 
tients has greatly lessened the daily work. 


Three vacancies in the board of trustees have occurred 
during the year; two by the removal from town of W. 38. 
Patten and Edward L. McManus, and one by the death of P. 
H. Cooney. These vacancies have been filled, respectively, 
as authorized by Mrs Morse’s will, by the election of Ralph 
Sweetland, Dr. M. O. Nelson and C. W. Johnson. 


Since last June Miss Meda Morse, a graduate of the 
Household Arts Department of the State Normal School at 
‘Framingham, has had charge of purchasing provisions of all 
kinds, and of the preparation and serving of foods. Miss 
Morse also instructs the nurses in Domestic Science. In ad- 
dition she has charge of the housekeeping department. This 
has resulted in increased efficiency, with less expense for sal- 
aries. 
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In former reports emphasis has been laid on the need ot 
a new operating room, a maternity ward, etc. It has, how- 
ever, seemed wiser to increase the facilities for the better care 
of patients, rather than to provide rooms simply for a larger 
number of patients, with no opportunity to give them better 
service. For these reasons the sterilizing outfit and the signal 
system have been installed. At least two pressing needs re- 
main—an. X ray equipment and an elevator; the former as an 
aid in the more complete diagnosis of diseases, and especially 
of fractures; the latter for the purpose of making easier the 
moving of patients and the daily duties of the nurses. Each 
is very necessary, and in the minds of different people each 
one takes precedence over the other. One has to do more 


directly with the better care of the patients, the other with the 
daily hospital routine, reducing wear and tear and so lessening 
friction. Keeping in view the primary object of all hospitals 
—the welfare of the patients—the X ray would seem to be of 
first importance, with the other a good, second. 


Miss Woodbury has now completed her fourth year as 
superintendent. The trustees can most heartily endorse all that 
has been said of her in previous reports. To her executive 
ability is due in large measure the hospital’s present efficiency. 


Miss MacMonnies has resigned her position as assistant 
superintendent, and Miss Agnes Watt, a graduate of- the 
Columbia Hospital Training School fer nurses, Columbia, S. 
S., has been chosen as her successor. It gives the, trustees 
pleasure to say that Miss Watt meets the requirements of her 
position very satisfactorily, 


Dr. Fred T. Lord and.Dr. W. W. Palmer; both of. Bos- 
ton, have been elected consulting physicians, and Dr. Leon FE. 
White as an aural surgeon. In other respects the medical 
and surgical staff remains the: same as last year. -The in- 
creased number of ward patients has increased the demands 
on the physicians and surgeons, but their services have been 
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most cheerfully and efficiently rendered whenever needed, 
and-to all of them the most hearty thanks and appreciation of 
the trustees, hospital authorities and patients are heartily tend- 
ered. : 


The Ladies Aid Association has rendered great help in 
sewing and in other work ‘for the hospital, which is fully ap- 
preciated. For detailed information reference is made to 
the reports of the secretary and treasurer which can be found 
on the succeeding page. 


A list of the names of cash contributors and also of do- 
nators of supplies and other material of various kinds will be 
found in the report of the superintendent. 


The report of Mr. Leamy, the treasurer, immediately 
follows, and is made a part of this report. 


So much for the past and the present of the Leonara 
Morse Hospital. What of its future? 


This would seem to be a fitting occasion in which to re- 
fresh our memories as to the faith which Mrs. Morse had in 
the present and the future citizens of Natick, the trust imposed 
on them and the obligation for its faithful discharge by quoting 
as has been done in several previous reports, the following 
extract from her will :— 


“Having full confidence that the town in which my hus- 
band and myself lived so many years, and for which we both 
cherish the greatest good will and affection, will choose only 
suitable and proper persons to act as trustees, and that trustees 
so chosen will at all times act with fidelity, discretion anc 
judgement, and for the best interests of all concerned in all 
matters pertaining to said trust.” 

May we, citizens of Natick, and all who come after us, 
prove worthy of this confidence.

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES 


Pore tar YEAR ENDING SEPT. 30, 1915 


The Leonard Morse Hospital training school for nurses 
has completed its fifteenth year. It offers a three years’ 
course of instruction to women desirous of learning nursing. 


The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-one 
to thirty-five years. Applicants must have at least a good 
common school educaticn; they must be in good health and 
must send with their applications certificates to that effect 
from their family physician. They are also required to fur- 
nish the names and addresses of three responsible persons, 
not relatives, who can certify to their good character and 
capabilities. Applications should be made to the superintend- 
ent of the Hospital who decides as to the acceptability of the 
candidates. | 


After approval applicants are received for two months 
on probation. At the end of the first month, if considered 
satisfactory, they are permitted to wear the Hospital cap, but 
are not permitted to join the school formally until the end 
of the second month, when, if accepted, they are required to 
sign an agreement to complete the prescribed course of three 
years and comply with all rules and regulations. At the end 
of the first six months the records of each pupil are carefully 
scrutinized as to her qualifications. The right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to terminate at any time the 
connection of any pupil nurse with the school. 
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During the first two months the pupils are called Pro- 
bationers ; for the remainder of ‘the first year Junior Nurses; 
during the second year Senior Nurses; during the third year 
Advanced Senior Nurses. 


The course comprises class instruction from text books 
and manuals of nursing, daily drill in the wards, operating 
room and other departments of the Hospital by the Superin- 
tendent and the Assistant Superintendent of Nurses, lectures 
and demonstrations by the physicians connected with the train- 
ing School, together with lectures by other physicians. It in- 
cludes practical experience in maternity nursing, one month 
in District Nursing under the direction of the nurse con- 
nected with the District Nursing Association, and experience 
in private nursing under the supervision of the physicians who 
are instructors in the Training School. Twenty-eight lessons 
in Domestic Science, of two and one-half hours each, are given 
by a competent instructor. In addition each nurse is given 
practical experience in the diet kitchen in the preparation of 
food and “getting out trays.” 


Chemistry and urinalysis are taught by lectures and labor- 
atory work. Lessons in massage are given by an experienced 
instructor. 


An elective course of four months at the Boston City 
Hospital is given the Senior nurses in either medical, surgical 
and gynecological nursing, or contagious diseases. 


_ Lectures are given by the physicians connected with the 
hospital on hygiene, bacteriology, fever nursing, surgical 1urs- 
ing, symptomatology, obstetrical nursing, care of children, 
diseases of the skin, anesthetics, materia medica, ethics of 
nursing, and by specialist on the eye, ear, contagious, infect- 
ious and mental diseases. 


Class and recitation work includes anatomy, physiology, 
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materia medica, obstetrics, principles of nursing, dietetics, aud 
-ethics. of nursing. 

Daily instruction includes the general care of the sick, 
‘the making of beds, changing of bed and body linen, manag- 
ing helpless patients in bed, giving baths, keeping patients 
either warm or cool, and the proper management of patients 
under various conditions with different diseases and injuries, 
making and applying all kinds of bandages, preparation of 
splints, application and management of surgical apparatus, 
applying poultices and fomentations, dressing burns, ulcers 
-and wounds, and the preparation of dressings. 


Nurses are taught how to meet the various emergencies 
occuring in hospital and private nursing as well as the ac- 
-cidents of ordinary life. 


Instruction is also given in the best practical methods 
of supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-room 
-and the care of sick-rooms for the welfare and comfort o 

patients, in keeping all utensils and appliances clean and dis- 
infected ; in taking pulse, temperature and respiration; in ac- 
curate observations of expectorations, excretions, state of 
skin; of mental conditions as to delirium, stupor, shock, etc. ; 
of the condition of sleep, appetite, the effect of diet, stimulants 
-and medicines, the behaviour of wounds, and the after treat- 
ment in surgical operations, and in the management of con- 
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valescents. 


Nurses are taught how to administer medicines, the pro- 
per method of applying external remedies, the best way of 
taking notes, making up nurses’ records and preparing clini- 
cal records for the attending physician. 


While the instruction by manuals, textbooks, lectures, 
demonstrations and quizzes is systematic and thorough, still 
- greater emphasis is laid upon accurate daily drill in the wards, 
- operating room, and other departments of the hospital. Ex- 
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aminations, both oral and written, are held at intervals by the 
authorities of the Training School, and nurses will not be 
graduated unless they average at least 70 per cent. 


Probationers receive no pay, but during the remaining 
months of the first year they receive five dollars, ($5.00) per 
month ; for the second year seven dollars ($7.00) per month; 
for the third year nine dollars ($9.00) per month; these pay- 
ments are for the purpose of meeting the expenses of uni- 
forms, textbooks, etc., but are in no wise to be considered as 
wages, it being considered that their education, during this 
time, is a full equivalent for their services. 


Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A. M. to 7 P. 
M.; for night nurses 7 P. M. to 7 A. M. No nurse is re- 
quired to do both day and night duty on the same day. except | 
in rare emergencies. 


Each nurse on day duty is allowed one hour during the ~ 
day for rest and recreation, one half day after one P. M. 
each week, and four hours on Sunday. Three weeks vaca- 
tion with pay is allowed each year. If nurses are sick they 
are cared for in the hospital, but their allowance are stopped. 
Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed from 9 A. M. 
tor4 <P nM: 


When the term of three years is completed, if a nurse 
passes all the examinations and is otherwise satisfactory, she 
receives a diploma certifying to the regular course of training 
and practice, together with a certificate attesting to the special 
course at the Boston City Hospital.

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Report of Committee on By-Laws 


The By-laws adopted by the town at its last annual meet- 
ing were duly presented to the Attorney-General for his ap- 
proval as required by law. The Attorney-General disapproved 
many of the provisions of said By-laws; and it was deemed 
best by the committee after conference with the Board of 
Selectmen, to redraft the By-laws eliminating those provisions 
which had been disapproved and to present the same to the 
town for adoption. The By-laws as re-drafted are herewith 
submitted. 


BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF NATICK. 
ARTICLE I. 


Town Meetings and Notice Thereof. 
Sect. 1. The annual town meeting for the election 
' of town officers shall be held on the first Monday of March 
in each year. 


Sect. 2. All business of the annual town meeting, 
except the election of such officers and the determination 
of such matters as by law are required to be placed on the 
official ballot shall be considered at a subsequent session 
or sessions thereof, and the first of said subsequent ses- 
sions shall be held not less than seven days after said first 
Monday of March. 


Sect. 3. Service of the warrant for every town 
meeting, unless a different time or method is prescribed 
by law, shall be made by posting an attested copy thereof 
in each of the post offices and in not less than five other 
public places in said town, and by publishing a like attested 
copy in at least one newspaper published in said town; 
said posting and said publication shall be at least seven 
days before the day appointed for said meeting. 
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ARTICLE II. 


Precedure at Town Meeting. 

Sect. 1. At any town meeting held for the transac- 
tion of town business, if the Moderator or a vote of the 
meeting so orders, no person whose name is not on the list 
of voters shall be admitted to the floor of the hall and such 
order shall be enforced by the use of the check list, but the 
same shall not apply to State elections, primaries or town 
meetings for the election of town officers or be construed 
to prohibit press reporters from admission. The Moderator 
shall determine the bounds of the hall. 


Sect. 2. Articles in the warrant shall be acted upon 
in their order, unless the meeting by vote otherwise de- 
termines. ; 

Sect. 38. All motions offered for the consideration 
of the meeting shall be in writing, if so required by the — 
presiding officer; and all motions involving the expenditure 
of money shall be in writing when so required by any legal 
voter. 

Sect. 4. No person shall speak more than twice 
upon any question, except for the correction of an erro* 
or to make an explanation, without first obtaining leave 
of the meeting, nor until others, who have not spoken 
upon the question, shall speak if they desire. 


Sect. 5. No person shall speak for more than five 
minutes for the second time on any subject, if there are - 
any other citizens who desire to be, but have not been 
heard on the same subject, without first obtaining leave 
of the meeting. 


Sect. 6. All committees shall be appointed by the 
presiding officer of the meeting, unless otherwise ordered 
by a vote of two-thirds of the voters present and voting. 


Sect. 7. Every person desiring to speak shall arise, 
address the Chair, first obtain recognition and stand while 
speaking, unless the Moderator otherwise directs. 


Sect. 8. All votes, unless otherwise provided by 
law, shall be taken in the first instance by a “Yes” and 
“No” voice vote. If the Moderator is in doubt as to the 
vote or if five voters immediately doubt the vote, the Mod- 
erator shall call either for a hand vote, a standing vote or 


for a vote by ballot. 


Sect. 9. When a question is before the meeting, the 
following motions, to wit: 

To adjourn, 

To lay on the table, 

For the previous question, 

To postpone to a time certain, 

To commit, recommit, or refer, 

To amend, 

To postpone indefinitely, 
shali be received and shall have precedence in the fore- 
going order and the first three shall be decided without de- 
bate. 


Sect. 10. No vote shall be reconsidered except upon 
a motion made within one hour after such a vote has 
passed, unless such reconsideration is ordered by a vote of 
two-thirds of the voters present and voting. There can 
be no reconsideration of 2 vote once reconsidered or after 
a vote not to reconsider it. 


Sect. 11. No article in the warrant shall again be 
taken under consideration after it has been disposed of by 
vote, unless ordered by a vote of two-thirds of the voters 
present and voting. 


Sect. 12. The duties of the Moderator, not especially 
provided for by law or by these by-laws, shall be deter- 
mined by the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s 
Manual of Parliamentary Practice, so far as they may be 
adapted to the circumstances and powers of the town. | 


ARTICLE III. 
Duties of Selectmen 


Sect. 1. The Selectmen may appear, either person- 
ally or by the Town Counsel or by Special Counsel duly 
employed by them, before any Court, Committee of the 
Legislature or any State or County Board or Commission 
or- other tribunal to protect the interests of the town, but 
they are not authorized hereby to commit the town to any 
course of action. 


Sect. 2. All conveyance of land or interests in land 
which may hereafter be authorized by vote of the town 
or otherwise except land held under tax titles, shall be 
signed by a majority of the Board of Selectmen, unless 
otherwise provided by law, or these By-laws, or by special 
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vote of the town and the same shall be sealed with the 
town seal. 


Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen to 
impose and enforce a set of rules and regulations for the 
government of the Police Department and the guidance of 
the members thereof, not inconsistent with these By-laws. 
They shall have copies of the same printed for the use of 
the Police Department. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Duties of the Town Clerk. 

Sect. 1. The Town Clerk shall furnish, for the use 
of the voters at the town meeting, perforated “Yes” and 
“No” ballots with letters one-half inch high, for use under 
the directions of the Moderator, as provided under Article 
II of these By-laws, and he shall also provide regular 


voting lists for use at town meetings. 


ARTICLE V. 
Duties of the Town Counsel. 


Sect. 1. The Board of Selectmen may annually in 
March and whenever a vacancy shall exist, choose some 
competent lawyer, residing in the town, to act as Town 
Counsel. He shall be paid such compensation as said 
Board shall determine. They may remove him at pleas- 
ure. 


Sect. 2. The term of office of said Town Counsel 
shall begin on the first day of April of each year and shall 
continue until the appointment and acceptence of his suc- 
cessor. 


Sect. 3. The Town Counsel shall, when required by 
the several town officers, boards and committees, furnish 


a written opinion on any legal question that may be sub- 
mitted to him in regard to any matter which concerns the 


town or them as town officers and he shall at all times 
furnish legal advice to any officer of the town who may 
require his opinion upon any subject with reference to the 
duties encumbent upon such officer by virtue of his office. 


Sect. 4. He shall, unless otherwise directed by the 
Selectmen prosecute all suits ordered to be brought by 
the town or suits brought against the town or its offi- 
cers in their official capacity. He shall, when requested 
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by the Selectmen, appear before any tribunal, whether in 
law, equity or otherwise, or before any board, referee, 
commissioners, committee, arbitrators or other tribunal in 
matters in which the town may be a party or in which 
the town may be interested. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Finances. 


Sect. 1. All unexpended balances of appropriations 
at the end of each financial year shall be turned back into 
the treasury, unless in any case it is otherwise voted by 
the town. 


Sect. 2. The head of every department, board or 
committee authorized to expemd money shali, at the close 
of the fiscal year, furnish the Treasurer for incorporation 
in his annual report, a list of all outstanding liabilities of 
such department, board or committee, showing to whom 
the same are due, for what due, and the amounts thereof. 
together with an inventory of all property in his posses- 
sion belonging to the town. 


Sect. 38. Funds given to the Town, in trust or 
otherwise for specific purposes shall not be mingled with 
other funds of the Town but shall be kept and invested 
separately, and used only in accordance with the terms 
of the gift. 

ARTICLE VII. 


Advisory Committee 


Sect. 1. There shall be an Advisory Committee 
consisting of twenty-one citizens of the town, other than 
appointive officers or town officers elected by ballot. The 
Selectmen of 1916 shall appoint seven members of said 
committee for a term of three years, seven members for a 
term of two years, and seven members for a term of one 
year, the terms of said members to expire on the first day 
of October in the years 1919, 1918 and 1917 respectively. 
Annually thereafter the Selectmen shall on or before the 
first day of October appoint seven members of said commit- 
tee to serve for the term of three years from said date. 
Any member of said committee who shall be elected by 
ballot to any town office or who shall accept an appointive 
office, shall forthwith upon his qualification in such office, 
and any member who shall remove from the town shall up- 
on such removal cease to be a member of said committee. 
Said Committee shall choose its own officers and shall serve 
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without pay. All vacancies in the membership of said 
committee shall be filled by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of this committee 
to consider all matters of business included within the 
articles of any warrant for a town meeting hereafter 
issued, and it shall be the duty of the Selectmen after 
drawing a town warrant to transmit immediately a copy 
of the same to each member of the Advisory Committee 
and the committee shall, after due consideration of the 
subject matter in said articles, report thereon in print or 
otherwise, such information and recommemdations as it 
shall deem best. All recommendations of the committee 
made to the town shall ba recommendations of a majority 
of the entire committee, but this shall not be construed 
to prevent recommendations by a minority as such. The 
Advisory Committee shall have authority at any time to 
inves‘igate the books, accounts, and management of any 
department of the town, and to employ such expert and 
other assistance as it may deem advisable for that. pur- 
pose, and the books and accounts of all departments and 
officers of the town shall be open to the inspection of the 
committee and of any person employed by it. It may 
appoint sub-committees and delegate to them such of its 
powers as it deems expedient. 


Sect. 3. The various town officers, boards and com- 
mittees charged with the expenditure of the town’s money 
are each directed annually to prepare detailed estimates 
of the amounts necessary to carry on the town’s business 
intrusted to them for the ensuing year, with explan- 
atory statements as to any changes from the amount 
appropriated for the same purpose in the preceding year. 

They shall also prepare estimates of any income which 
may be received by the town during the ensuing year in 
connection with the town’s business or property in their 
care. The Selectmen shall include in their estimates the sal- 
aries of all officers elected directly by the town and all 
other items not otherwise provided for, and the salaries of 
all other persons, including the heads of departments, shall 
be itemized in the estimates of the officers, boards or com- 
mittees appointing them. 

The Treasurer shall inciude in his estimate the 
amounts required for the payment of interest on the 
town debt and for the payment of such portions of the 
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town debt as may become due during the succeeding 
| years Said estimates and explanations shall be filed 
wich the Secretary of the Advisory Committee on or be-

Planning Board | 
A board consisting of five members is hereby created 
and established, to be known as the Planning Board.

ARTICLE IX. 


Junk Collectors 
Sect. 1. The Selectmen may license suitable per- 
sons as junk collectors to collect, by purchase or other- 
wise, junk, old metals and second-hand articles from place 
to place in the town and no person shall engage in the 
business of coliecting without such license. 


Sect. 2. The Selectmen may require any such col- 
lectors and their employees or agents to display badges 
upon their persons or vehicles, or both, when engaged in 
said business and may prescribe the design thereof. 


Sect. 3. The Selectmen may require that any place 
vehicle or receptacle used for the collecting or keeping of 
said articles be examined at any time by said Selectmen or 
their agent. 


Sect. 4. No person licensed under this article shall 
directly or indirectly purchase or receive any of said ar- 
ticles, of a minor or apprentice, knowing or having reason 
to believe him as such. 

ARTICLE X. 
Junk Dealers 


Sect. 1. The Selectmen may license suitable per- 


sons to be dealers in and keepers of shops for the pur- 
chase, salq and barter of junk, old metal and second-hand 


articles and no person shall be a dealer in or keeper of 
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such a shop without such a license. 


Sect. 2. No persons shall use any building, en- 
closure or other structure for the storage, sale or keep- 
ing of rags, waste, paper stock or other inflammable 
ing of rags, waste, paper stock or other inflammable 
lectmen. , 


ARTICLE Xi 
Police Regulations. 


Sect. 1. No person shall by rude, indecent, or dis- 
orderly conduct, or by the use of profane, indecent, or in- 
suiting language in any public way or place, annoy or 
disturb any person peaceably being or passing therejn. 


Sect. 2. No person shall establish or maintain over 
any -sidewalk, street or highway any sign, sign board, or 
advertising device, without a permit from the Selectmen, 
and no persons shall affix such sign or device to any tree, 
' tree guard, post, board or other object within the limits 
of such sidewalks, street or highway, or owned by the 
town, without obtaining a permit therefor from said Se- 
lectmen which may be revoked at any time. 


Sect. 8. No person by himself or his agents or 
servants shall distribute or place in or upon any street, 
square, park, common, lane, alleyway or other public 
places any placard, handbill, flyer, poster, advertisement, 
or paper of any description, except that the same may be 
placed within the doors of stores, offices, and business 
houses and at the doors of residences. 


Sect. 4. No person shall drive, draw, or propel any 
cart, wagon, or other vehicle, except children’s hand car- 
riages, upon any footpath or sidewalk in the town. 


Sect. 5. No person shall drive, or cause or suffer to 
be driven, any horse or horses in any street in said town, 


except upon such streets as the Selectmen may designate 
each year by public notice, at a rate of speed exceeding 


eight miles per hour, nor in any such manner as to endan- 
ger or unreasonably incommode travellers therein. 


Sect. 6. No person shall suffer any horse under his 
control to stand unbridled and unhitched while attached 
to any vehicle in-any street or other public place within 
the town.

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Sect. 7. No person having under his care or control 
any vehicle shall permit the same, or animal or animals 
attached thereto, to stand across any public highway or 
street in such manner as to obstruct the travel over the 


same for an unnecessary length of time; no person shall . 


stop with any vehicle in any public street so near to an- 
other vehicle as to obstruct publie travel; and no person 
shall stop with any vehicle upon or across any crossing in 
any street or highway in the town. 

Sect. 8. No person having charge of a _ vehicle 
in any street shall neglect or refuse to stop the same, or to 
place the same whem stopped as directed by a police officer. 

Sect. 9. No person shall throw stones, snow balls, 
sticks or missiles, or kick football or play at any game 
in which a ball is used, or shoot with or use an air gun, bow 
and arrow, sling shot, or other similar device in or across 
any public ways of the town. 


Sect. 10. No person shall coast upon or across any © 


sidewalk, street or highway, excevt at such times and in 
such places as may from time to time be designated by 
the Selectmen. 

Sect. 11. No person shall write, paint, print, or 
otherwise inscribe any notice, advertisement, word, figure, 
or pictures on any of the public sidewalks of the town. 
nor shall the same be done upon any fence, wall, post, stone, 
tree, building, -or structure adjoining said sidewalks, with- 
out the consent of the owner thereof 

Sect. 12. No person shall throw or cause to be thrown 
or placed upon any sidewalk, street or highway of the town 
any nails, spikes, screws, glass, tin cans, or other similar 
articles.

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ARTICLE XIII 
Building Regulations. 

Sect. 1. No buildings shall hereafter be erected 
upon the tract of land situated between South Avenue on 
the north, East Central Street on the south, Main Street 
on the west, and Washington Street on the east, nor upon 
a strip of land one hundred and fifty (150) feet wide ex- 
tending westerly from the westerly side of Main and South 
Main Streets, between land of the Boston & Albany rail- 
road on the north and the Donellon Block, so-called, on the 
south, unless the walls of said building shall be constructed 
of brick, stone, iron or other incombustible material and 
the roof thereof covered with slate, tin, tile or other ma- 
terial equally incombustible; and no wooden gutters, ¢on- 
ductors, or trimming’s shall be used on any such building. 
All the outside walls shtll be not less than twelve inches 
in thickness, but in special cases the Selectmen may require 
or permit the walls to be of greater or less thickness. 


Sect. 2. No woodwork of any kind shall be placed at 
a less distance than one inch from the outside brick work 
of any flue. In no case shall a nail be driven into the 
masonry of any flue. No woodwork shall be placed at a less 
distance than one inch from any tin or other metal flue or 
pipe used or intended to be used to convey heated air or 
steam in any building unless such flue or pipe shall be cased 
with metal, leaving a free circuation of air all around'the 
same. 


ARTICLE XIV 
Repeal. 
Sect. 1. These By-Laws and the repeal of all By- 
Laws heretofore in force shall not affect any act done, any 
right accrued, any penalty or liability incurred on any suit, 
' prosecution, or proceeding pending at the time they take 
effect. 


Sect. 2. All By-Laws heretofore in force shall be 
repealed and these By-Laws shall become effective when 
the latter are approvd and published as required by statute.

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High School Building Committee Report 


The final report of the Committee on High School which 
has been delayed for various reasons, among which was a lien, 
due to differences between general and sub contractors, and 


which has now been cleared up, is herewith presented. 
| 


A detailed report preliminary to the erection of the build- 
ing was submitted and printed as a pamphlet, and in the Town 
Report for the year 1911. 


The committee proceeded under authority of the follow- 
ing votes of the town: 


April 13, 1911. 

“Voted that a committee of ten (10) including 
the moderator be appointed. (1st) to make investi- 
gation relative to the necessity of a new high school 
building, who shall report plans and estimates, if in 
their judgment, it be deemed wise and expedient to 
erect such a building, and report their recommenda- 
tions in writing at a subsequent town meeting anc 
that the sum of $200 be appropriated to defray the 
expenses of procuring such plans and specification 
‘and (2nd) that the sum of $2,500 be further appro-

_deemed wise and expedient to make repairs or altera- 
tions on the present school building.

At this meeting the following report was presented by the 
Committee. 


“Believing that it is unwise and inexpedient to 
expend any money for the enlargement of the present 
High school building your committee would recom- 
mend that immediate steps be taken to ascertain what 
lots are available and perfect plans for a new high 
school building at a total cost not exceeding $110,- 
000.” 


And the action was as follows: 


Voted unanimously “that the report of the Com-. 
mittee be received as a report of progress, that their 
recommendations be adopted, and that the committee 
be further authorized and instructed ‘to carry out 
their recommendations as submitted by them, print in 
pamphlet form and report not later than the next an- 
nual town meeting.” 


It was also unanimously voted: (188 to 0) 

“That the town is in favor of the erection of a new 
High School Building and that the town petition the 
next Genéral Court for authority to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding $110,000 outside the debt limit 
for the purpose of erecting a new High School Build- 
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ing and purchasing land and equipment therefor and 
that the Special Committee on High School Build- 
ing be authorized and instructed to carry out the pur- 
pose of this vote.” 


In accordance with the above instructions, and with the 
assistance of our senator, representative, and town officials, the 
following Act of the General Court was passed: 


AN. ACT 


To authorize the Town of Natick to incur indebt- 
edness for a High School Building. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives General Court assembled, and by the au- 
thority of the same, as follows: 


Section 1. The town of Natick, for the purpose 
of erecting, furnishing and equipping a high school 
building in the Centre village, so called, in said town, 
and for the purchase of land therefor, is hereby au- 
thorized to borrow money beyond its statutory limit 
of indebtedness, to an amount not exceeding one hun- 
dred and ten thousand dollars, and to issue notes or 
bonds therefor. Such notes or bonds shall bear on 
the face therefor the words Natick High School Loan, 
Act of 1912, and also the words “exempt from taxa- 
tion in Massachusetts,” shall be payable at the expira- 
tion of periods not exceeding twenty years from the 
dates of issue, shall bear interest, payable semi-an- 
nually, at a rate not exceeding four per cent. per an- 
num, and shall be signed by the treasurer and counter- 
signed by the selectmen of the town. The town may 
sell such securities at public or private sale, upon such 
terms and conditions as it may deem expedient, but 
they shall not be sold for less than their par value. 


Sect. 2. The town shall, at time of authorizing 
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the said loan, provide for the payment thereof, in such 
annual proportionate payments as will extinguish the 
same within the time prescribed 1n this act ; and when 
a vote to that effect has been passed the amount re-: 
quired thereby shall, without further vote, be assessed 
by the assessors of the town annually thereafter, in 
the same manner in which other town taxes are as- 
sessed, until the debt incurred by the loan is extin- 
guished. Said town shall also raise annually by taxa- 
tion a sum which will be sufficient to pay the inter- 
est as it accrues on the notes or bonds issued under 
authority of this act. 


Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its ac- 
ceptance by majority of the voters of the town pres- 
ent and voting thereon at a meeting duly called for 
the purpose. 


March 12, 1912 


At this meeting the Committee made the following recom- 
mendations: 


1. The acceptance of Chapter 6 of the Acts of 
1912, authorizing the Town to incur an indebtedness 
of $110,000.00 outside the debt limit for the erection 
of a new High School Building. 


2. That a sum not exceeding $110,000 be appro- 
priated to carry out the purpose of said act and that a 
committee be appointed with power to purchase land 
and to make contracts for the erection of a new High 
School Building. 


3. That the Town purchase the Catholic Church 
lot so-called to be used in conjunction with the old 


High school lot as a site for the new School Build- 
ing for the following reasons: ©

(a) Its central location and accessibility fron 
all parts of the Town. 


(b) (Its proximity to the Public Library which 
makes the latter available for reference, purposes. 


(c) That it and the adjoining old high school 
lot will be bounded by three streets which insures the 
same light as would be obtained by the purchase of a 
lot 80 or 90 feet wider. 


And it was voted :—to accept the act and following votes 
were passed. Nay des

Voted, That the Town of Natick erect and equip a new 
High School building and that a committee consisting of 
George C. Fairbanks, Milton F. Jones, Aloysius J. Doon, Theo- 
-dore F. Russell, Edward F. Brennan, Alphonzo’B. Pierce, 
Michael F. Kennedy, Frederick O. Baston, William O. Cutler 
and Edward L. McManus shall have sole charge of the erec- 
tion and equipment of the building with full authority to make 
all necessary contracts. 


1912 Annual Meeting, session March 12, 1912 


Voted, That the Town of Natick appropriate $110,000.00 
for the purchase of land and the erection and equipment there- 
on of a High School Building. The amount thus appropriated 
shall be raised: by the issuing of bonds, as authorized by Massa- 
chusetts Acts 1912, c. 6, beyond the town’s statutory limit of 
indebtedness and to an amount not exceeding $110,000., dated 
July 1, 1912, $5500. in principal amount shall be payable an- 
nually, beginning one year from the date of said bonds and 
continuing until the entire issue has been paid. The bonds 
shall be in denominations of $1000. and $500. each and shall 
bear interest at the rate of four per cent. per annum, payable 
semiannually. The principal and the interest coupons shall be 
payable at the First National Bank of Boston and none of said 
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bonds shall be obligatory without the authenticating certificate 
of said Bank endorsed upon it. Any premium received upon 
such bonds, less the cost of preparing, issuing 4nd marketing 
them, shall, in compliance with the Massachusetts Acts 1910 c. 
379, be applied to the payment of the principal of the first bond 
or bonds so to mature. All other particulars as to the form 
and issuance of said bonds shall be determined by the Treasu- 
rer and Selectmen, subject always to the provisions of Massa- 
chusetts Acts 1912 c. 16.

Voted, That the committee appointed by the vote passed 
under Article 8 is hereby authorized to purchase the Catholic 
Church lot of land at the corner of East Central and Church 
Streets, at a price not exceeding $5000. and to use the same in 
conjunction with the old High School lot adjoining the same’ _ 
for a High School site. 


Voted, That the town appropriate the unexpended bal- 
ance of the $2,500. and apply said balance toward the price of 
site of land to be purchased for a new High School building. 


Acting under these instructions the committee on June 6th, 
1912 selected as architect Mr. Charles M. Baker of Boston. By 
an agreement with the architect, The Richard D. Kimball Co. 
of Boston and New York, heating and ventilating engineers 
were engaged to prepare plans for and supervise the installa- 
tion of this part of the work. 


For the general contract bids were received ranging from | 
$80,355.00 to $116,200.00 the lowest bidder being James Miles 
& Son of Worcester, Mass. Several: bids were tendered for 
the heating and ventilating contract, that of Charles H. San- — 
born of Boston for $15,390.00 being the lowest. After thor- 
ough investigation the contracts were awarded to these bidders 
m October 1912. 


The location chosen for the building has been justified, 
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for in addition to its accessibility and general advantages for 
school purposes, its handsome exterior adds much to the at- 
tractiveness of the central portion of the town. 


The main building is 131 feet long by 79 feet 4 inches wide, 
and has an extension 33 feet by 54 feet 4 inches, containing the 
assembly hall and gymnasium, on the south or rear. The 
foundations and basement walls to the first floor are of Port- 
land cement concrete. These rest upon a high grade gravel 
deposit and afford an ideal support for the superstructure 
which is of hard burned water struck brick, the appearance of 
which increases with age. The inner course or lining of the 
walls is of hollow porous brick to which the plaster is directly 
applied, avoiding lathing with its accompanying defects and 
dangers. 


All bearing walls including corridor walls and main parti- 
tions, are of brick on concrete footings. Only minor parti- 
tions are of plaster and in these as in all cases where not 
plastered directly upon bricks, the plaster is upon expanded 
metal, no wood lathing having been used. 


The roof covering is standard, —6 ply felt covered with 
tar and gravel. 


The corridor on each floor extends the full length of the 
building with iron stairways at each end, these having slate 
treads. 


The heating system is a combination of steam radiators or 
coils in each room, and of heated air. The latter is forced to 
the rooms by an electrically driven fan in basement. The fan 
system was chosen rather than the gravity in order to insure 
positive results in heating and ventilating irrespective of out- 
door temperature or atmospheric conditions. The incoming 
air passes over steam coils in fan room and then through cot- 
ton cloth bags, which remove the dust and dirt before it enters 
the fan. The fan has a capacity of 28,000 cubic feet of air 
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per minute and discharges into the concrete ducts below the 
level of the basement floor, which connect with the brick ver- 
tical stacks. These invisible ducts avoid the unsightly appear- 
ance of the overhead metal ducts usually found in basements. 


The partially heated air upon entering the vertical stacks 
is further heated by steam coils located here and brought to 
the desired temperature. ‘This temperature is automatically 
maintained for each room independently of others by means of 
thermostats which control the action of both the steam coils 
in the stacks and in the rooms. The system has proven very 
satisfactory. 


The boiler room is located in the basement, but separated 
therefrom by heavy concrete walls and its ceiling is the rein- 
forced concrete floor of the room above. Openings to base- 
ment or corridor are fitted with fire doors. A spacious con- 
crete coal bunker located outside of building communicates 
with boiler room. 


The fan room is separated from boiler roum by a passage 
having fire doors at each end and it is improbable that smoke 
present in boiler room at any time would be drawn into fan 
room and thus conveyed to class rooms. 


The basement contains in addition to the boiler and fan 
rooms, a gymnasium 50 by 65 feet, a girls’ and a boys’ locker 
room, each containing steel lockers for each pupil, and shower 
baths. Girls’ and boys’ toilet rooms, a lunch room, a standard 
size class room, two store-rooms, together with small rooms 
for physical instructor and janitor. 


On the first floor is located the assembly hall 50 by 65 feet 
and which with the balceny, the entrance to which is from the 
second floor will seat about 750. This hall is conveniently lo- 
cated; having three entrances opening directly from the cor- 
ridor, and which also afford ample exits. Emergency exits at 
each side of stage open directly to outside iron stairs and pro- 
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vide a certainty of easy and rapid exit under any possible con- 
ditions. This floor also contains the offices of the School 
Superintendent and principal, library, store rooms, men teach- 
ers’ room and 4 class rooms. 


The second floor contains 4 class rooms, 3 rooms of the 
commercial department and a women teachers’ room. 


On the third floor are located the chemical laboratory and 
instructors’ room, and the physical laboratory between which 
is a lecture room, amphitheatre seats. Also domestic science 
room, drawing room, 1 class room and a large study room. 


The building is lighted by electricity with auxiliary gas 
lights in assembly hall, corridors and stairways. Every room 
is equipped with telephone of an interior telephone system, and 
each room is wired for an electric clock, the master or pro- 
gramme clock being located in the principal’s office. The wires 
of all circuits even those of telephone and clock systems are 
run in iron conduit, which should guarantee safety and per- 
manence. 


The building is equipped with a vacuum cleaning system, 
the machine being located in the fan room with connections in 
the corridors on each floor and in the assembly hall. 


The class rooms are 26 by 32 feet, this size room being in 
the opinion of authorities on this subject, about as large as is 
desirable if the best results for both teacher and pupil are to be 
obtained. 


All of the class rooms are well lighted, the windows ex- 
tend well towards the ceiling, as a proper illumination of the 
room wall opposite the windows is produced principally by the 
light which enters through the upper part of the windows. 


The building is designed to accommodate five hundred 
pupils and its design is such that future additions may be made 
without change of essential features of the building. 
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It was considered by the committee that in the erection of 
a building involving the expenditure of about one hundred 
thousand dollars the interests of the town warranted the em- 
ployment of an inspector who in addition to the architect, 
would insure the terms of the contract in its details being ad- 
hered to. The services of Mr. Richard A. Clink, contractor 
of Natick, who has had a varied experience in building and 
contracting, was secured and undoubtedly aided n the satisfac- 
tory completion of the work. 


The title to the lot known as the Catholic Church Lot was 
found not to be clear and it was found necessary to seize the 
same under authority of vote of the Town Meeting June 25, 
1912. Owing to the time which elapsed between the entry of 
the town upon the property, and the payment of the purchase 
price when deed was passed, an increased cost due to an inter- 
est charge of $400.00 was incurred. 


It was found that a much smaller portion, than had been 
anticipated, of the furniture in the old high school could be 
utilized in the new building, and that owing ‘to the time which 
had elapsed between the dates when the original estimates as 
to the cost of the building were made, and the dates when the 
contracts were actually made, large advances in price had oc- 
curred. The committee was therefore obliged to ask for an 
additional appropriation of $3000.00 in order to complete the 
furnishing of the building. At a speciaf Town Meeting held 
December 29th, 1913, this was granted. 


The committee suffered a serious loss in the death of one 
of its members, Mr. Frederick O. Baston, which occurred 
August 11th, 1913, after an illness of several months. Mr. 
Baston was a former principal of Natick High School and 
deeply interested in the work of the committee for which he 
was well qualified. 


The formal dedication of the building occurred on the 
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evening of March 4th, 1914, the principal address being deliv- 
ered by Mr. Louis A. Coolidge, a former graduate of the high 
school.
